No. P, R.-8/41.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Buie 81 of the Defence 
of India Rules, 1939, the Central OoTernmejlt is jdeaAed to make the following 
Order:— '' > 

MOTOR SPIRIT RATIONING ORDER, 1941. 

1. Short title. —(i) This Order may be called the Motor Spirit Rationing Order, 
1941. . 

(it) It extends to the whole of British India. 

(Hi) It shall come into force on the fifteenth day of August 1941, except clauses 
2, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 15, 16, 17, 20 and 2l and the first and second schedules which 
shall come into force at once. 

2. Interpretation. —In this Order, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context,— 

(a) “Area Rationing Autliority” means an Aren Rationing Authority appointed 
under clause 21; 

(h) “clause” means a clause of this Order; 

(c) “coupon” means a coupon issued by an Area Rationing Authority 

authorising the supply of a unit or fraction of a unit or number of units 
of motor spirit and “speijial csoupijn”, “ordinary coupon” and “supple¬ 
mentary coupon” mean, respectively, a coupon which is so described 
in clause 9; 

(d) “dealer” means a supplier carrying on the business of supplying motor 

spirit as a retail business, and includes a person having charge of a sujiply 
of motor spirit controlled by Government from which any person is 
furnished with motor spirit for private use; 

(e) “licence” means a licence granted by the Director of Civil Aviation or the 

Provincial Rationing Authority, us the ease may be, authorising the 
supply of motor sxiiril under (dause G; 

(/) “motor spirit” means any liquid hydro-carbon or admixture of liquid hydro¬ 
carbon with any other liquid, having a flash point below 70°h' and capable 
of providing motive power to any form of internal combustion engine; 

(j 7 ) “motor vehicle” means any mechanically propelled vehicle constructed or 
adapted for use on roads; 

(h) “producer” means a person who produces motor spirit; and includes a 
person who by mixing motor spirit ^w hether produced by himself or not) 
with power alcohol or other substance not included in the definition of 
motor spirit produces a mixture which itself falls within the definition 
of motor spirit; 

tt) “Provincial Rationing Authority” means the Provincial Rationing Authority 
appointed under clause 20; 

(j) “quarter" means a period of three months ending on 31st January, 30th 
April, 31st July or 31st October; 

(jfc) “receipt” means the receipt referred to in clause C which the holder of a 
licence is required to surrender when suiiplied with motor spirit by a 
supplier or dealer; 

(/) “special receipt” means the special receii)t issued under clause 8 for use in 
acquiring motor spirit under clause 3; 

(m) “supplier” means a person carrying on the business of supplying motor 

spirit; 

(n) “unit” means one gallon of motor spirit, or such other quantity of motor 

spirit as the Central Government may by notification in the official Gazette 
from time to time direct; 

(o) a coupon is said to be “valid” when it authorises the supply at the time at 

which such supply is furnished of a quantity of motor spirit not less than 
the quantity supplied and except in the case of special coupons has upon 
it or attached to it with the authority of the Area Rationing Authority a 
number or description applicable to the vehicle or class of vemcles to which 
the supply is furnished; 

(p) "vehicle” means a motor vehicle or a motor boat. 

Methods of obtaining Supplies of Motor Spirit. 

3. Supply of motor spirit for defence and internal security nurposes. —Motor 
spirit required for aircraft, vehicles or machinery employed ^ by the Central or a 
I’rovincial Government in or in the maintenance of Ilis Majesty’s Forces or for defence 
or internal security purposes, or required railway administrations for purposes other 
than the supply to the public of facilities ^ the carriage of goods or passengers, when 
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not obtained from stocks uii4«A^*‘tl»#<lirBCt twntfrtA laif tW'*Q#^*rnment concerned, shall 
be furnished or acquired only against the surrender to a supplier at the time of supply 
of special receipts, ' 

4. Supply of motor spirit ftif administraiite JpWrposei;-*—Motor spirit required for— 

(o) ivehicles not coveted by clause 3 employed l)y the Central or a ,Provinoial 
Government for any administrative purpose other than public transport, , 

(fo) vehicles employed by local authorities for any adniinistrative puriwse other 
than public transport/ 

(c) vehicles used as ambulances, travelling dispensaries or school buses, sbadl be 
furnished or acquired only against the surrender to a supplier at the time 
of supply of valid special coupons or of valid supplementaty coi^onsV and 
only in accordfthoe with’ any conditiomi or instrhctibns' appearing on or • 
attached to such coujions. 

5. Supply of motor spirit for vehicles not covered by clauses 3 and tf.^^M'otot apildt^'’ 
required for any vehicle not covered by clause 3 or clause 4 shall be furnished or acquired 
only against the surrender to a supplier at the time of supply of valid ordinary coupons 
or of valid supplementary coupons, and only in accordance with any, conaitkms nr 
instructions appearing on or attached to such c<mpons. 

6. Supply of motor spirit for purposes not covered hy clauses 3, 4, '5.t*-rMotor spirit 
required for any purpose not covered, by clause 3, clause 4 or clause 5 shall he furnished 
OP acquired only under the authority of and in accordance with the conditions contained 
in or attached to a licence in Form F as set out in the First Schedule, and only against 
the surrender to a supplier at the time of supply of a receipt in Form B, as set out in the 
First Schedule for the quantity supplied. 

7. Cbupons and licence* effebtite thrbughout British India.- —Unless it is otherwise 
provided by a condition or instructibh appearing on or attached to a coupon or contained 
in or attached to a licence, a coupon or licence wherever issueid may be used anywhere 
witfain British India. 

Spteial Receipts, Cbu^ont and Licence* for the Supply of Mbtor'Spirit. 

8. ' Issue of special receipts. —The Central or a Provincial Government, or any 
aUthdrity authtfrised in this bdhalf by the Central' or a Ppovinciatl Govemtuent, may 
issue to such persons and for such purposes as it thihks fit special receipts' iu Form A 
as set out'in the First Schedule for use iu aequiring supplies of motor'spirit'under 
clause 3. 

9. Classes of coupons and particulars attached thereto. —(1) There shall be three 
classes of coupons, special, ordinary and supplementary. 

(2) A special coupon shall have attached to it thq name of 'thd'person to whom it 
is issued and shall be valid only to authorise the supply of motor spirit to -or on behalf 
of that person. 

(3) An ordinary coupon shall have attached to it the name of the pdrSon to whom 
it is issued and the registration or other identifying mOrk of the Vehibli^'inTeSpect of 
which it is issued or, where issued in respect of a service -of sta^ carriages‘covered by a 
permit issued under section 48 of the Motor Veliicles Adt,'1^19}’thfe number of that 
permit; and lihe coupon shall,’save as provided in clanee 13 or 'in subuclause <d) of 
clause 20 be valid only to authorise the supply of motor spirit to or On'behalf of that 
ptsrson and in respect of that vehicle or a vehicle included in the service of stage 
carriages covered by that permit. 

(4) A supplementary coupon authorising thfe supply to a persoft'of motttr Spirit in 
excess of the quantity cOVered by apeoial coupons or orainary coup*»nS already issued to 
him sball have attached to it the same particulars and Shall be vali)| only in the same 
manner and subject to the same limitations as the special or ordinary conpiui'whieh it is 
issued to supplement." 

(^) All coupons shall have , attached to them a statement that they authorise the 
supply of motor spirit during'a named month or months, and shall hie valid only if 
presented within that month or those months. In the case of a supplementary coupon 
one month only shall be named. In the case of a special or ordinary coupon the months 
named shall be successive, and shall be months included within a single quartdi, 

(6) All coupons shall contain expressed in units the amount of motor spirit for the 
suppijrof wWtdi'the coupon is ati authortty.'

13. Transfer of ordinatry coupons..— <A person in whose name a motor vehicle is for 
the time being registered under the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, or who is the owner of a 
motor boat may, if he transfers the vehicle to another person, transfer to that other 
person ordinary coupons issued to him in connection with tht* vehiclt*, and any ordinary 
coupon so transferred shall be valid in the hands of that other person in respect of the 
transferred vehicle as it was valid in the hands of the transferor. 

14. Cimpons whivh are no longer valid to be delivered up. —A person to whom 
cnuixms have been issued,'or to whom coupons have been transferred under clause 13, 
shall, within seven days, deliver up at the office or place from which the coupons we,r<‘ 
oiitained all* ■coupons which have not been surrendered by him to a supplier upon the 
supply of motor spirit, if-^ 

(a) the period during which the coupons authorised the supply of motor spirit 

has expired, or 

(b) the use of the vehicle‘in respect of which'the coupons were issued has, by 

reason of failure'to comply with any conditions imposed by law on its use, 
become unlawful, or' 

(c) the purpose for which the coupons were issued has ceased to apply. 

15‘. M'Mihd of obthining licences. —Any person wishing to obtain a lioence shall 
make an application in Form‘M ‘as set out in the First Scnedule to the Dirwjter of 
(livil Aviation if the motor spirit is required for use in an aircraft and to the Provincial 
Rationing Authority in all other rases. The application shall give full particulars of 
the purpose or purpcises for which the motor spirit is required. 

10. Particulars to he expressed in licence. —(11 Every licence shall state the 
person 40 * whom and the object foF which it authorises the supply of motor spirit, the 
period' for wh-Mi 'the licence remains valid, and the amount of motor spirit of which 
it authorises the supply either— 

(ol 'dusring'the'whole period* of the validity of the licence, or 

(ft-)'during stated periods within that period of validity, 

or both such amounts. 

(2)' A' li<^inc^ shall ordinarily be expressed as being valid for-eae year,- but-the 
Dlftctet of Civil Aviation or the Provinoial Rationing Authority, at the case may be,' 
may Issue'HtienOes having .validity for pay shorter period. 
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17i doniitdotu implioU, in «r attached to Ueenoe.r-^h^y^ liowoue. shall be 
deemed to be granted aubj^ot to the condition that , a supplier ca dealer iuraushmg , 
motor spirit on the authority of the licence shall endorse on the licence tiio quaafaty 
furnished on each occasion, and that the holder of the licence shall gisre the. supplier 
or dealer a receipt for the quantity supplied. 

(2) The Director of Civil Aviation or the Provincial Eationing Authority, as the 
case may be, when granting a licence may attach to it such conditions as he or it 
thinks fit, and the holder of the licence shall comply with any conditions contained 
in or attached to the licence. 

IS. Power to rescind, vary or amend licences .—The Director of Civil Aviation or 
the Provincial Eationing AutUority, as the case may be, may at any time rescind, 
vary or amend any licence. 

19. lAcence which is no longer valid, to he delivered lup .—^When a licence is 
rescinded, or otherwise ceases to be valid, the holder shall forthwith deliver up the 
licence to the Director of Civil Aviation or the Provincial Eationing Authority, as 
the case may be. 


Appointment and functions of Rationing Authorities. 

20. Provincial Rationing Authority. —(1) The Central Oovernmont shall have 
power to give directions to a Provincial Government ns to the extent to which the 
consumption of motor spirit in the Province shall be reduced and as to the manner in 
which the provisions of this Order shall be carried out. 

(2) The Provincial Government shall appoint a Provincial Eationing Authority 
having jurisdiction throughout the Province. 

(3) The Provincial Eationing Authority shall, subject to the direction and control 
of the Provincial Government, exercise general control over the working of the system 
of rationing motor spirit established by this Order. 

(4) The Provincial Eationing Authority may issue instructions to all or any Area 
Rationing Authorities as to the extent to which in issuing coupons for the supply of 
motor spirit to any person fgr any purpose the Area Rationing Authority shall aim at 
effecting a reduction of the amount of motor spirit consumed in normal conditions by 
thuc person for that purpose. 

(5) The Provincial Eationing Authority shall have power to revise any decision or 
order made by an Area Eationing Authority. 

(6) The Director of Civil Aviation or the Provincial Rationing Authority, as the 
case may be^ shall decide the amount of motor spirit for which, in any case covered liy 
clause (1, a licence may be issued, and shall issue or authorise the issue of all licences. 

21. Area Rationing Authorities. —(1) The Provincial Government may appoint 
such Area Rationing Authorities, as it thinks fit, having iurisdiction in such aremi 
and in respect of such vehicles or such class or {‘lasses of vehicles us may be specified 
in each case by the Provincial Government. 

(2) An Area Eationing Authority shall, subject to any instructions issued in this 
behalf by the I’rovincial Eationing Authority and to the standards specifieil in the 
^cond Si^hedule, decide in respect of any vehicle for the time being within its 
jurisdictional area the amount of motor spirit for which coupons may be granted and 
shall authorise the issue of all coupons. • 

(3) Any person dissatisfied with the decision or order of an Area Eationing 
Authority may apply to the Provincial Eationing Authority for revision of the decision 
or order. The Provincial Eationing Authority shall dispose of the application as it 
thinks fit, and shall not be hound to accord the applicant a hearing. 


Restrictions on supply and use of motor spirit, and dealings with receipts and coupons. 

22. Motor spirit to he obtained only in accordance, with this Order .—No person 
shall furnish or acquire a eupply of motor spirit otherwise than in accordance with the 
provisions contained in this Order, 

23. Motor spirit to be obtained only from supplier .—No person other than a 
supplier shall furnish, and no person shall acquire otherwise than from a supplier, a 
supply of motor spirit. 

I % producer of motor spirit for private imrpose .—Except under the 

authority of a licence or unless the motor sjiirit has been obtained upon the surrender 
of coupons, no producer shall use or permit the use of motor spirit produced by him for 
the Durpose of supplying motive power to a motor vehicle registered in his name under 
the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, or to any aircraft or motor boat owned by him.

Supplementary Provisions.

other documents relating to the business (including the coupons, special 
receipts, receipts received by liim) as may be mentioned in the request. 
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(6) funiiflh to a&y persoa mentioned in the request such ;S8tunates, returns or 
infonnaiion relating to the business as may he mentioned in. the request 
and 

(c) permit any person authorised by the Provincial Bationing Authority in 
that behalf to enter and inspect any premises used for or in connection 
with the business.

of motor spirit for use in— 

(t) vehicle employed by the Central or a Provincial Government for Ucfcucc 
or internal security purposes, or , 

(ti) vehicles, aircraft and machinery eiiijiloyed in or in the niuintenance of 
His Majestj^’s Forces. 

•V). Eeci^ocal arrangownta with Iwlvin Sfatrx .—Tf the Central Government is 
satisfied that the Government of an Indian State iias made within the State provision for 
the rationing of motor spirit which is substantially the same u.s that mode in this Order, 
and that the Government of that Indian State will accept as effeidivc within the State, 
special receipts, coupons, licences and receipts issued in British India, the Central

The Bengal State Aid to Industries Act was enacted in 1931 and brought into actual opera* 
tion in 1934. The Act was designed primarily for the purpose of affording financial assistance 
to cottage industries and industries on a small scale in the shape of loans, cash credits, etc. 
Experience of the working of the Act has, however, shown that it is capable of improvement 
and the object of the proposed Amending Bill is to modify the existing provisions so as to 
allow of a wider and more generous application and to remove certain minor defects in the Act.

Reports from the Commissioners of 
Divisions on the working of the muni¬ 
cipalities in Bengal (except Calcutta) 
during 1939-40. 


1. Constitution and Boundaries.— 

The number of municipalities remained 
the same (118) as in the jireceding year. 
The only local variations were a few 
changes made in the boundaries of the 
Mymensingh, Couiillu and Darjeeling 
municipalities. 

2. Elections. —General elections were 
held only in 3 municipalities during the 
year under review and aroused keen 
interest in all of them. In 3 w'ards of 
the Debhatta munici])ality about 90 per 
cent, of the voters exercised their tran- 
cliise. The female voters also evinced 
considerable interest in these elections; 
in Pirojpur about 70 per cent, of them 
attended the poll and recorded their 
votes, the percentage reaching 75-5 in 
one ward. 

3. Meetings. —The total number of 
meetings held by the municipalities dur¬ 
ing the year under review was 3,028 of 
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which 71 proved abortive for want of a 
quorum while 303 were adjourned. The 
corresponding figures for the preceding 
year were 3,027, 126 and 273, reswc- 
tively. The Nabadwip manicipwity 
held the largest number of meetings 
(114) which included 8 abOTtive and 23 
adjourned sittings. 

All the municipalities in the Province, 
except three, held at least one meeting 
in a month. The South Suburban muni¬ 
cipality, however, held only 6 matings 
and the municipalities of Baduria and 
Sherpur (Bogra), held only 9 meetings 
each, during the year under review. 
These three municipalities thus failed to 
attain the statutory minimum of one 
meeting in every month. 

The average |)ercentage of attendance 
of commissioners at meetings was below 
.50 in 16 municipalities as compared with 
7 municipalities in the preceding year, 
the lowest percentage (37-8) being re¬ 
corded in the municipality of Rangpur. 
The average percentage of attendance of 
non-official members at meetings was the 
highest in Kotechandpur (98-5) and 
lowest in Rangpur {37-2) and that of 
the official members was highest in Pani- 
hati (96-96) and lowest in Tangail (4). 

4. Population and Ratepayers. —The 
total population of the municipal towns 
(outside Calcutta) most of whicn include 
quasi-rural areas, was 2,351,407 or only 
4-7 per cent, of the total population of 
the Presidency, as in the yireceding year. 
And of this small urban f)opulation, only 
392,705, or about 16-8 per cent., were 
ratepayers. The rates were paid by less 
than one-tenth of the urban population 
in eleven municipalities, including eight 
industrial towns with a large floating 
labf)m‘ population and the two hill muni¬ 
cipalities of Darjeeling and Kurseong. 

5. Rates and Taxes. —^The average 
incidence of municina! taxation per head 
of the urban y>opulation was ite. 3-6-^ 
^ain.st Rs. 3-7-11 in the preceding year. 
This indicates that the burden of muni¬ 
cipal taxation was far from excessive and 
that this was further lightened daring 
the year under review. The incidence 
of taxation nowhere reached the figure 
of Rs. 10 per head except in the Darjee¬ 
ling munici{)ality where it was Rs. 11-8-9 
per head; on th(^ other hand in 15 muni¬ 
cipalities it was below Re. 1 per head. 
Four municipalities, viz., Chandrakona, 
Ramjibanpur and Khirpai in the Midna- 
pur di.strict and Kumarkhali in the 
Nadia district, continued to levy the tax 


on pensonar instead of the rate on the 
annual value of holdings according to 
the provisioQB of the present Municipal 
Act. 

The total receipts from the municipal 
rates and taxes (Rs. 79:43 lakhs) show¬ 
ed a decrease of about Rs. 2-80 lakhs 
during the year under review as com¬ 
pared with the receipts in the previous 
year, in spite of the fact that there was 
an increase of about Rs. 3 77 lakhs in 
the municipal demand due to general or 
partial revision of assessment during the 
year. There was, however, a heavy fall 
of receipts in the Howrah municipality 
amounting to about Rs. 2-72 lakhs due 
to the orders under section 135(2) of the 
Indian Railways Act, reducing the 
municipal rates assessed on the proper¬ 
ties of the East Indian Railway and 
Bengal-Nagpur Railway administrations 
witnin the municipality. These orders 
under section 135(2) of the Indian Rail¬ 
ways Act have, however, .sub.sequently 
been revised. 

6. Collection. —The total collection 
of rates decreased from Rs. 79-66 lakhs 
in the previous year to Rs. 77-98 lakhs 
in the year under review with a corre¬ 
sponding fall in the ratio of current 
collection to current demand from 77-8 
to 74-7 per cent. The percentages of the 
arrear collection on the arrear demand 
and of the total collection on total 
demand, however, increased from 37-4 
to 44-2 and from 66-4 to 66-6, respec¬ 
tively. 

The municipalities of 'I'amluk, Garulia 
and Nalchiti had the distinction of col¬ 
lecting nearly the whole of their total 
demand. Tfle collection of the total 
demand exceeded 90 per cent, in 14 
municipalities, 7 of which (viz., Tamluk, 
Chamjidany, Bhatpara, Garulia, Nara- 
yanganj, Muktagaoha and Nalchiti), 
collected more tnan 95 per cent, of the 
total demand. Thirteen municipalities, 
on the other hand, failed to collect even 
half of their arrear and current demand, 
the worst record being that of the Rai¬ 
pur municipality with a collection of only 
27;27 per cent, of its total demand. 

The amount of total remissions increas¬ 
ed from Rs. 6-13 lakhs to Rs. 7 05 lakhs 
representing 5-6 per cent, of the total 
demand as against 5 1 per cent, in the 
previous year. The amount of outstand¬ 
ing arrears also increased from Rs. 34-24 
lakhs to Rs. 40-87 lakhs and represented 
45:2 {)ej cent, of the current and 32-46 
per cent, of the total municipal demand. 
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s:A 8 in the [devious year» the jSon^ah 
.^uioioipality had again the iargeat out- 
atauding balance, viz., iia. 47,18,^7 
(a^ainat Es. 11,76,455 in the preceding 
year), even after granting remissiona to 
the extent of Bs. i,67,06U or 5 per cent, 
of its total demand. Other muni¬ 
cipalities with noticeably laige out¬ 
standing balances were Hooghly- 
Chinsura (Rs. 1,18,542), Tollygun^ 
(Bs. 1,SW,401), Garden Reach 
(Rs. 1,16,681), Dacca (Rs. 1,89,363), 
and Mymensmgh (Rs. 1,48,850). In 
proportion to the current demand, the 
outstanding balances were the highest 
in Madaripur (101-2 per cent.) followed 
Iw Mymensingh (97-8 per cent.) and 
Patuakhali (91-4 per cent.). 

7. Income and Expenditure.--The 

total receipts of the municipalities in¬ 
cluding opening balances, decreased from 
Rs. 142-8 lakhs in the preceding year to 
Rs. 138-4 lakhs during the year under 
review. The total disbursements, how¬ 
ever, increased from Rs. 118-2 lakhs to 
Rs. 120 -7 lakhs and the total balances at 
the end of the year fell by Rs. 7 lakhs to 
Rs. 17-69 lakhs. 

Several municipalities failed to main¬ 
tain even the prescribed balances and in 
32 of them, the balances left were quite 
insufficient to meet the outstanding lia¬ 
bilities. The Debhatta municipality had 
the worst record with liabilities repre¬ 
senting 86:3 per cent, of its current 
demand. On the other hand 15 muni¬ 
cipalities earned the distinction of clos¬ 
ing their accounts with practically no 
liabilities. 

8. Education. —The total expendi¬ 
ture on education, including the Govern¬ 
ment grant of Rs. 1 -82 lalois, increased 
from Rs. 7 84 lakhs to Rs. 8-02 lakhs. 
The expenditure on primary education 
also increased from Rs. 5:84 lakhs in the 
preceding year to Rs. 6-20 lakhs during 
the year under review and represented 
G-4 per cent, of the total ordinary income 
ns against 5-6 per cent, in the preceding 
year. The average per capita expen¬ 
diture on the education of children of 

S rimary school-going age also rose from 
Is. 2-1-1 in 1938-39 to Rs. 2-7-8 during 
the year under review. 

The Howrah municipality as usual 
spent the largest amount, viz., Rs. 81,885 
under this head, of which Rs. 66,614 
came from the municipal fund: but this 
represented only 4,8 per cent, of its total 
ordinary income and an average expen¬ 
diture of Rs. 2-7-6 per child of primary 


aiehodl-going age within the munici¬ 
pality. 

The i^nicipalities of Chittagong and 
Darjeeling maintained their high 
standard of expenditure on primary edn-^ 
cation by spending as much as Rs. 8-15-6 
and Rs. 8-1-0, respectively, per child of 
the primary school-going age and they 
were followed by Chandpur and Kur- 
seong with a per capita expenditure of 
Rs. 8-0-4 and Rs. 6-7-0, respectively. 
The highest per capita expenditure 
(Rs. 14-6-0) was however, incurred by 
the Taki municipality and the lowest by 
Moheshpur (Rs. 0-1-2) and- Netrakona 
(Rs. 0-1-4). 

The per capita expenditure on primary 
education was over Rs. 4 in 9 munici¬ 
palities while it was below Re. 1 in 48 
municipalities. Nine municipalities, as 
compared with ten in the preceding year, 
failed to spend on primary education 
even the prescribed proportion of 3-2 per 
cent, of their ordinary income. The 
ratio was, however, over ten per cent, in 
31 municipalities, the highest ratio being 
reached at Rangpur (29-5 per cent.) 
followed by Sherpur (Hogra) with a 
ratio of 22 per cent. 

Government take this opportunity of 
rectifying a mistake which occurred in 
the last resolution regarding the percen¬ 
tages of ordinary income spent by the 
Chittagong and the (Jhandpur munici¬ 
palities on primary education during the 
year 1938-39. These municipalities 
were reported as having spent as much 
as 36’7 and 42-9 per cent., respectively, 
of their ordinary incomes in the cause of 
primary education; but it was subse¬ 
quently found that these figures had been 
calculated by the municipalities on a 
lyrong basis, viz., according to the defi¬ 
nition of “ordinary income” as laid 
({own in 1893 and not in accordance with 
•the revised instructions issued by Gov¬ 
ernment in 1939 for the calculation of 
such int;ome. According to the present 
method of calculation, the actual percen¬ 
tages of the ordinary income devoted by 
the Commis-sioners of the Chittagong anil 
the Chandpur municipalities were only 
8-4 and 5-8 respectively, excluding ex¬ 
penditure from the imperial and other 
grants, and 15-9 and 10;9, respectively, 
including expenditure from such grants. 

9. Water-supply. —The total outlay 
on urban water-supply was Rs. 12-81 
lakhs representing a decrease of nearly a 
lakh of rupees from the preceding year’s 
figure. The decrease was due entirely 
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to a fall of Rs. 1;61 lakhs under “Capi¬ 
tal outlay”, there being actually an in¬ 
crease of Bs. 65,275 in the expenditure 
under the head “Establishment, repairs, 
etc.” 

The total amount spent on water- 
supply by the municipalities in the Biu'd- 
wan Division was Ks. 4,32,526 against 
Rs. 4,45,839 in the preceding year. 
There was a decrease of Rs. 45,158 under 
the head “Capital outlay” due chiefly to 
the actual adjustment of a smaller 
amount by the Hooghly-Chinsura muni¬ 
cipality out of the amount advanced to 
the Chief Engineer, Public Health De¬ 
partment, for the execution of the muni¬ 
cipal waterworks extension scheme. 
There was, however, an increase of 
Rs. 31,845 under “Establishment, re¬ 
pairs, etc.” shared by municipalities in 
all the districts. The average percen¬ 
tage of total expenditure on water-supply 
on the total ordinary income was 12-2 
against 12:3 in the preceding year and 
it varied greatly in individual munici¬ 
palities, ranging from 41-5 per cent, in 
Hooghly-Chinsura to 11 per cent, in 
Baioyabati. 

In the Presidency Division,, the total 
expenditure on “Water-supply” was- 
R.S. 4,49,584 or Rs. 3,003 more than in 
the pret«ding year. The municipalities 
of Garden Reach, Jessore, Baranagar, 
Tollygunge and Kamarhati increased 
their expenditure under this head, while 
those of Khulna, Berhampore, South 
Dura Dura and Budge Budge spent less 
than in the preceding year. 

The municipalities in the Dacca Divi¬ 
sion spent an amount of Rs. 2,02,354 
against Rs. 2,02,625 in the preceding 
year. There were a marked fall of ex- 
fjeuditure in Narayanganj and Barisal 
and considerable increases in Faridpur 
due to the extension of the waterworks, 
and in Patuakhali due to increased ex¬ 
penditure on fees for analysis and electric 
charges. 

The expenditure on water-supply in 
the Chittagong Division remained prac¬ 
tically stationary (Rs. 1.17,508). The 
Commissioner of the Chittagong Division 
has observed that the suppW of water in 
the Chittagong municipality was not 
sufficient to cope with the demand and 
that tho.se who lived on high lands had 
long been suffering inconvenience due to 
low pressure of water. 

The total outlay on water-suppW in 
the municipalities' of the Ra.i8hahi tnvi- 
sion fell from Rs. 1,69.064 to Rs. 78,826 


during the year nnder review, the Dar¬ 
jeeling municipality alone spenid^ 
Rs. m,7Q8 less than in t^ pi«oe(li«|f 
year. But in spite of this decrease in 
the total expenditure under this head in 
the division as a whole, the percentage 
of total expenditure devoted to water- 
supply inorea^d in all the individual 
municipalities with the exception of 
Sirajganj and English Bazar. 

10. Conservancy. —The expenditure 
on conservancy increased from Rs. 24-23 
lakhs in the preceding year to Rs. 24-69 
lakhs during the year under review and 
represented 23;98 per cent, of the total 
ordinary expenditure of the municipali¬ 
ties. The Tollygunge municipality was 
responsible for an increase of Rs. 14,251 
due to the purchase of tractors and 
trailers and the construction of a muni¬ 
cipal pail depot for the disposal of night 
soil by modern mechanised system. 

The conservancy of the Dacca City 
continued to be a source of anxiety to 
the administration whiidi experienced 
difficulty in properly maintaining the. 
dumping depots and in disposing of 
night soil in several depots diie to an 
inadequate supply of water for flushing 
purposes—the pressure in the street 
mains at these points being very low. 
The problem of disposal of sludge from 
the septic tank ana the detritus tank, 
was, however, solved by excavating two 
new sludge digestion tanks. The conser¬ 
vancy system in Chittagong left much 
room for improvement. The system of 
removing nignt-soil in the Comilla muni¬ 
cipality was quite un.satisfactory and the 
question of removal by motor lor? y 
engaged the serious atteution of the 
municipal commissioners. 

11. Drainage. —The total amount 
spent on drainage was Rs. 5-19 lakhs 
representing an increase of Rs. 70,908 
over the expenditure in the preceding 
year. The expenditure under “Capital 
outlay” was Ki-. 'l-66 lakhs while that 
under the “Establishment, repairs, etc.” 
amounted to Rs. 3 ,53 lakhs. 

The Raniganj municipality construct¬ 
ed a new pipe line up to a length of 
1.200 feet from the cooiy line of Messrs. 
Burn and Company, which made a i^ree 
gift of the pipes to the municipality. 
The Serampore nlunicipality executed 
the Chatra outfall which is reported to 
have made this part of the municipality 
more healthy and dean. Tn Dacca, a 
scheme for surface drainage wjis pre¬ 
pared at an estimated cost of anont

19- Lightingir-The total outlay on 
lighting decreased from Rs. 9'12 Wths 
in , the previous year to Rs. 8 14 la^hs 
diiring the year under review due prin¬ 
cipally to a net decrease in expenditure 
amounting to Rs, 1 -24 lalchs in the 
Rajshahi Division, the Darjeeling muni-' 
cipality alone being responsible for a 
decreak of Rs. 1 -27 lakhs, for which no 
explanation has been given. 

The Burdwan municipality incurred 
an additional expenditure of Rs. 6,202 
under this head due to the re-installation 
of electric street lights, which were not 
in existence during the two preceding 
years. The expenditure at Dacca 
decreased by Rs. 4,872 owing to the 
reduction of the rate for current provid¬ 
ed by the Dacca Elwtric Supply 
Company. No lighting rate was impos¬ 
ed by the Pabna municipality although 
its financial condition was not quite 
satisfactory. 

18. Piibije Health. —The municipal 
authorities generally showed consider¬ 
able interest and energy in matters 
relating to public health and sanitation 
in their respective areas. There was, 
however, a slight decrease in the expen¬ 
diture on account of the municipal health 
officers and sanitary inspectors which 
fell from Rs. 2',48 lakhs to Rs. 2 41 
lakhs, while the total outlay on hos¬ 
pitals and dispen^taries and on other 
sanitary measures also fell from Rs. 4 -76 
lakhs to Rs. 4-66 lakhs and from 
Rs. 1-49 lakhs to Rs. 1-34 lakhs, 
respectively. 

C'holera and small-pox broke out in 
an epidemic form in a few municipalities 
but were mostly brought under control 
by the timely adoption of preventive 
measures. Tne Public Health Depart¬ 
ment also sent their experts to help in 
dealing with the situation in Naihati 
and Bhatpara municipalities arising out 
of an epidemic of small-pox. Sporadic 
casies of (diolera and small-pox occurred, 
as usual, in several towns but were 
generally promptly dealt with by the* 
municipal authorities. 


’ i^'peymapent 6f vaccinators wMi 
maiplaiined by most of the mnnici*, 
palities and free vaccination was given,,, 
as usual, at fixed stations and. in some 
municipalities, also at the, houses of the 
ratepayers. , , 

Anti-malarial measures on approved 
lines were adopted W a number of muni¬ 
cipalities. The Bally municipality 
carried out anti-malarial works in co¬ 
operation with the East Indian Rail¬ 
way administration at Lilooah with the 
result that there was practically no case 
of malaria during the year and the 
general public health was good. An 
experimental five-year anti-malarial 
scheme financed from grants from Gov¬ 
ernment and the Rockefeller Founda¬ 
tion in equal shares and covering the 
town of Jessore and its environments, 
was undertaken by the Public Health 
Department and a fair progress has 
been made in checking the disease. 
Anti-malarial measures were conducted 
by the staff of the Dacm Anti-malarial 
rommittee, an independent organisa¬ 
tion, supported by contributions from 
Government, the Di.<5trict Board, the 
l.'niversity, the Dacca Club and from 
other .sources. The work of the Com¬ 
mittee was of great benefit to the Daccu 
municipality. As in the previous years, 
most of the municipalities took steps for 
the improvement of the general sanita¬ 
tion of the towns by cutting down road¬ 
side jungles, disinfecting tanks and 
ditches, and by issuing notices on 
privaU* persoius for clearing their lands 
of weeds, jungles and othm' insiinitary 
vegetation. 

Anti-rabic treatment was undertaken, 
as usual, by several municipalities. 
Special arrangements for the treatment 
of kala-azar and leprosy were made by 
the municipalities of Krishnagar and 
Nawadwip. Krishnagar maintained a 
tubcrenlosis clinit* a.nd Nawadwip 
carried on anti-tuberculosis pi'opa- 
gajida in every school in ordefr to 
guard against the disease. The 
leprosy clinic at Berhampore also 
worked satisfactorily. At Kursenng, 
60 new ca.ses of tubeix'ulosis were detect¬ 
ed by the Health Visitor during the year 
under review and the persons affected 
were either removed to hospital or given 
neoessaiy instructions. 

Municipal authorities were also not 
unmindful of their duties in regard to 
maternity .'ind child welfare. Several

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Bengal (Rural) Primary Education Act, 1930. has gradually been brought into effect 
from the year 1934, and defects have come to light a.s the result of actual cx})erience. In parti¬ 
cular it has been found that there is no provision for the repre.sentation of ladies in the Central 
Primary Education Committee, thtfre is no provision by which representation may be given to 
special interests in any areas, and the representation of local interests appears likely to suffer 
when Local Boards come to be abolished. These and other minor defects arc intended to be 
removed bv the present Bill.

The reasons for the changes recommended by us excepting those of a 
mere drafting or purely oonsequential nature are briefly as follows:— 


Clause 2. 

Sub^lause (1) (c).—The slight amendment in this sub-clause has been 
made by us for making the int^tien 

SubHslause (la). —We found it necessary to insert this new definition 
in \iew f>f the fi-equcmt iise of t|^ expreaskin “Calcutta area" in t^e Bill., 

Sub-clause (2).—The ap^udment tmre is of a purely drafting patura. 

Sub-clause (3).—The Jefinj^op of “nparket” has been recast and 
amplified by us. 

The new sub-clause,.<«) bas-beeu iatrodimed lUSvfee were of the opinion 
that provisions of the clauses ns^Skmed tbtrein should apply to all markets 
irrespective of the locality in which they are situated or the persons or bodies 
by whom they are managed. 

In view of multifarious complications involved, it was found difficult 
to propose a comprehensive definition of market for the Calcutta area. 
We considered it expedient, tberefore, to leave it in the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment to notify the particular places, bmildiogs, blocks of building, enclosures 
or other areas which should be treated as marketk in Calcutta area for the 
purposes of this Act. 

Besides these two material alterations we have included melas, which 
are held for more than three consecutive daya, in the category of markets. 

The rest of the alterations in the definition are of a drafting nature 
only. 

Sub-clause (6).—“Trade allowance” hw been defined in this new sub¬ 
clause to avoid any ambiguity in the meaning of the expression as used in 
this Bill. 


Clause 2A. 

In this new clause we have provided for registration of all markets and 
renewal thereof every three years, free of charges, so that a complete and 
up-to-date list of all existing markets may be readily available. 
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The amendment in this clause is intended to give the power of classi¬ 
fication of markets to the Subdivisional Magistrate who would, in our 
opinion, be more suitable than the District Magistrate for the purpose, 
being in clUser touch with local affairs. The provision for appeal against 
his decision is expected to be a sufficient safe^iard. 

There being no "Subdivisional Magistrate” in the Calcutta area we 
have made a clear provision few appointment by the Provincial Government 
of an equivalent officer for exercise of similar functions in that area. 

SulMstaute (2).—Gross income was, in our opinion, a more appropriate 
standard than net inowne for the purpose of this clause and we have 
recommended the necessary alteration accordingly. 

8iib*ciaiise (4).— The amendments here are consequential on the 
amendments in sub-clause (1). 

Claine 4. 

SubHslause (1).— ^We thought it expedient to empower the Provincial 
Government to extend the time limit, if necessary, for the purpose of avoid¬ 
ing any possibility of administrative and other difficulties. 

The proviso has been inserted as we did not consider it advisable to 
interfere with the local bodies who usually permit establishment or conti¬ 
nuance of markets, fairs and melas within their jurisdiction. 

Sub-clauses (2) and (3). — The amendments here are intended to supply 
omissions. We have provided for the Government to prescribe the authority 
to whom and the manner in which an application for licence and renewal 
thereof should l)e made. 

In sub-clause (4) we have raised the maximum limit of fees payable 
for grant or renewal of licence from five rupees to fifty as in our opinion the 
amount of such fees should have some bearing on the amount of profit derived 
from the markets by the proprietors and in some cases such profits are 
enormous. 

Clause 5. 

Sub-clause (2)(e). — This 8ul>-c1au8e has been curtailed in view of the 
specific provisions inserted in the ..proposed new sub-clause (4) of clause 7. 

The original sub-clause (d) has b^n omitted by us as undesirable in 
view of the fact that the proprietor of a market has nothing to do with 
“trade allowance” nor has he got any power to prevent any improper 
payment or realisation thereof. 

In this revised sub-clause (e) We have thought fit to make it incumbent 
on the proprietor to provide for adequate “space” and have made our inten¬ 
tion, in this respect, clear in the explanation added. Further we have 
excluded any reference to “income, derived from the market” in this *ub- 
clause as well as in sub-clauses (/) and (p) to avoid any possibility of 
undesirable complications. 

Sub-clauses (h), (t) and (j) have been deleted from this clause and the 
provisions thereof embodied more appropriately in the new clauses 11, 11A 
and IIB. 

Ciuna 6. 

Sub-clause (1). —We have omitted the Panchayet from sub-clause (i) 
as unnecessaiy but have brought in the District Board which appeared to 
us to be a more suitable body for pxercise of the functions under this sub¬ 
clause. The provisions in sub-claPse in relation to the Corporation of 
Calcutta have been amalgamated with those in this sub-clause for the purpose 
of better drafting. 

Sub-clause (3).—The amendment is intended to avoid any conflict 
with the provision of sub-clause (a^ of clause 7. 
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New sub^iause (4). —In the^ubstitQted subclause we have given the 
proprietor a right of appeal as this seemed to peceMiary in the interest 
pf justice. Apart from this, this is only a redrafi of the old sub-clausfe (4). 

Siib>ci!ause (5).—The btuission of this sub-clause is consequential on 
the amendment in subclanse (7). ' 

Clause 7. ’ 

Sub-clause (1).— The amendment in this ^suholause has been intended 
to cover cases within the Calcutta area. 

Sub-clause (2).—^Although the {mwer to hx. a fee oi^lipaFily implies a 
power to revise it we thought it desirable to add tim words at the end of 
this sub-clause to avoid any possible doubt in the. matter. 

The new proviso has been added as we^, have thought it proper to 
empower the Provincial Government to make the necessary' rules for 
exemption, from payment of fees or charges, such agricultural produce sis 
by their nature or quantity deserve sueh qsecial consideration. 

Sub-clause <4). —In this new subolause we have prohibited unauthorised 
collection of any kind in the markets. We have also provided for granting 
of receipts for all realisatiims of one anna or more with a view to avoid 
malpractices in this direction as far as practicable. 

Clause 8. 

We considered the original sub-tlause (i) iiiadequate aiul have modified 
it and inserted the new sub-clause (la) for making the provisions compre¬ 
hensive and applicable to all eonunodities instead of agricultural produce 
only. Wliilc we have agreeii to leave it to Government to decljire generally, 
by rules, the particular kinds of titide allowance that may be treated as 
unobjectionable, we thought it expedient to make permissible the realisation 
of certain trade allowances under particular circumstances which have the 
sanction of long-standing business practice, but have prefei red to prohibit 
realisation of any such allowance when the transaction of sale is based on 
inspection only. 

Sub-clause (2).—The amendments here are consequential on the earlier 
amendments in the clause. 

Clause 9. 

As we thought personal attendance of the proprietor unnecessary for 
the purpose of tiis clause we have excluded the provision relating to such 
attendance. 


Clause 10.' 

The old clauses 10 and 11 have been combined in the revised clause 10.

We were of the opinion that any interference by the Civil Courts, with 
the administrative matters menti<MtM in this clause might lead to undesir¬ 
able complications. We have, therefore, prohibited any Civil Suit or 
proceeding in connexion with these matters. ^ 

ClauM 19. 

All the amendments iP this clause are consequential on the amendments 
proposed by us in the earlier provisions of the Bill. 

Clausa 21. 

The amendments here have been inserted, by way of supplying omissions, 
to provide suitable punishments for non-compliance with the obligatory 
provisions of the Bill. 

The Committee have examined with some care the question of possible 
conflict between some of the provisions of this Bill relating to regulation 
of markets wi^ provisions in the Bengal Act III of 1885, Bengal Act V 
of 1919, Bengal Act XV of 1932 and Bengal Act III of 1923 on the same 
subject. Attempt has been made to avoid such conflict as far as practicsable. 
It has not, hdwever, been possible to make the Bill absolutely free from a 
charge of transgression. We hope, however, that it will be possible to 
eliminate any actual difficulty by administrative adjustments and, if 
necessary, by suitable further legislation on the basis of practicml experience 
derived from the working of the Bill when it comes into operation.

The reports of the ('omniissioners of 
Divisions on tlie working of district 
and local hoards in Hciigal during the 
year 1939-40. 

1. District Boards. —I'he nuiul)er of 
distri(it boards remained the same (i.e., 
2fi) as in the prec:e<jiug year with a 
total TuimlxM- of 694 meinhers of whom 
447 were elected and the lest, includ¬ 
ing 86 oflicials, were appointed. The 
district board of Bankura was reconsti- 
ted during the year under review. As 
in previous years, the district board of 
Darjeeling continued to be presided 
over by an official Chairman in the 
person ’ of the Deputy Commissioner 
appointed by Government. The 
distri(!t board of Jessore was presided 
over by an appointed non-official, while 
the remaining district boards elected 
their own ('hairmcn. 

The Boards held altogether 385 meet¬ 
ings of which none y)roved abortive for 
want of a quorum but 24 meetings were 
adjourned as against 26 in the preced¬ 
ing year. Of these adjourned sittings, 
15 in the Rajshahi Division were due 
to the fact that all the subjects in the 
agenda of those meeting could not be 
finished and one it> the district of 
Rajshahi was adjourned as the date 


was declared by Government as .a 
public holiday on account of the Id. ■ ^ 

The average percentage of attend¬ 
ance of members at meetings was the 
highest in Bankuia (91) and lowest in 
Maid a (63). The average percentage 
of attendance of official members was 
the highest (viz., 96-4) irt Jalpaiguri 
and the lowest (viz., 40*6) in Malda. 

2. Local Beards.— The total number 
of local boards in the I’rovince decreas¬ 
ed from 74 in the previous year to 70 
in the year under review due to the 
abolition of local boards in the district 
of Rangpur. The number of members 
consequently fell from 1,248 to 1,192 
insisting of 766 elected and the re^t, 
including 65 officials, nominated by 
Government, All the hx^al boards, 
e\'ce[)t 3, were presided over by non¬ 
official Chairmen. 

3. Union Committees. —The Hajipur 
TTnion Committee, in the district of 
24-Parganas having been replaced by a 
union board, there exi.sted only two 
such Committees in the Province dur¬ 
ing the year under review. Of these 
two, the (-ommittee at Alipore Duars 
in the district of .lulpaiguri worked 
satisfaiitorily and introduced a street 
lighting scheme besides making jireli- 
minai-y arrangements for ixinservancy 
work. The work of the other Com¬ 
mittee at Takdah in Darjeeling was 
carried out by seven nominated 
members. 

4. Financial Features. —The total 
receipts of the district boards during 
the year under review, excluding open¬ 
ing balances, amounted to Rs. 166-54 
lakhs as against Rs. 1.59-24 lakhs in the 
preceding year. The increase in in¬ 
come was mainly duo to larger receipts 
under ‘Miscellaneous’' which rose 
from Rs. 7 ,08 lakhs to Rs. 9-89 lakhs 
under “Loi’al (^anal receipts” from 
Rs. 32,010 to Rs. 42,165, and under 
“Debt” from Rs. 14*87 lakhs to 
Rs. 25 58 lakhs. 

The total expenditure chargeable to 
current income, however, dec^reased 
from .Rs. 1.56-06 lakhs in the preceding 
year to Rs. 154-29 lakhs in the year 
under review due manly to decreases in 
e 3 a>enditure under “Education” from 
Rg. 26 01 lakhs to Rs. 23 -29 lakhs, 
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under “Scientific and Other Minor 
Departments” from K«. 2*72 lakhs to 
Rs. 1-47 lakhs, under “Superannuation 
Allowajices Jind Pensions” from Rs. 2 84 
iakhs to Rs. 2 87 Lakhs and under ‘ Mis¬ 
cellaneous” from Rs. 1-79 lakhs to 
Rs. 1-53 lakhs. On the other hand, there 
was increased outlay under some of the 
principal heads of expenditure!, the 
most noticeable being that under 
“Famine Relief” which rose from 
Rs. 2 82 lakhs to Rs. 7*04 lakhs. The 
total balance at the close of the year 
was Rs. 39-42 lakhs against Rs. 47-73 
lakhs in the preceding yejir. 

5. Education. —The income and 
expenditure of the district Imrds 
under this head fell from lis. 9-38 
lakhs to Rs. 8-66 lakhs and from 
Rs. 26-01 lakhs to Rs. 23.29 lakhs 
respectively, during the year under 
review, owing chiefly to the tra:isfer of 
primary education to the district sc1ur)1 
boards in certain districts of the 
Burdwan, I’residency, Dacca and 
Chittagong Divisions. 

The total number of uppei- primary 
schools maintained by the di.strict 
boards was 433 attended by 21, 278 l>oys 
and 2,559 girls against 583 schools with 
26,727 boys and 3,426 girls in the pre¬ 
vious year. The number of low-er 
})rimary schools maintained by the 
Boards, however, increased from 770 
.schools with 32.864 lx)ys and 6,581 girls 
to 1,014 .schools attended by 44,710 iMjys 
and 8,582 girls. This increase was 
}»rincipally due to the establishment of 
91 Board’s lowe?- })rimary .s(!hoo]s in 
the Rajshahi district and 161 in I’abna. 

The nuxul)er of upper priraaiy schools 
aided by the Boards also decreased from 
10,855 with 387,556 b<jys and 103,178 
girls to 9,538 scltools attended by 
376,973 ls.)ys and 97,271 girls. On the 
other hand, the number of aided lower 
primary sc1kh>Is increased to 11,407 with 
288,878 Iwjys and 107,706 girls, the 
corresponding figures for the pre(«diug 
year being 9,883 schools with 240,061 
boys and 79,179 gii-ls. 

Although the niimljer of middle 
8ch<x)lH maintained by the Board re¬ 
mained stationary, viz., 42, the number 
of students attending them increased 
from 4,699 in the previous year to 4,810 
during the year under review. The 
number of middle schools aided by the 
Boards, however, increased from 1,406 
♦o 1,437 with a corresf)onding increkse 


in the number of students frcm 187,978 
to i44»488. As in the preoeding years, 
no high school was maintained Iw any 
of the Boards, but the number oi sucn 
institutions aided by the Boards in¬ 
creased from 14 to 20. The number of 
students attending them also increased 
from 3,563 to 4,206. 

The number of industrial schools 
maintained by the Boaids remained the 
same (5), as in the previous year while 
the number of other schools maintained 
^ the Boards remained unchanged. 
The numbers of industrial and other 
schools aided by the Boards were 83 and 
1,162, re.spectively. as against 74 and 
1,162, re.spectively, in the previous 
year. The Boards continued to grant 
scholanships or stipends to students 
attending technical .scluxils or colleges. 

6 . Public Health and Medical 
Relief. —There was an inci-ea.se lK)th in 
the income and the e.v{)endituie of the 
district Imards undei- this head (which 
includes sanitation and vaccination) the 
amounts being Ks. 19 61 lakhs and 
Rs. 42-16 lakhs, resj>cctively, against 
Rs. 19-46 lakhs and Rs. 42 11 lakhs, 
re.spectively, in the preceding year. 

The total number of dispeiisarie.s 
maintained by the district lK)ards in¬ 
creased from 713 to 721 but the ex{)eii- 
diture incurred on them decreased from 
Rs. 12-78 lakhs to Rs. 11-59 lakhs. 
1'he numl)er of dis|x*n.saries aided by 
the Boards also iiici-ea.sed from 6(>4 to 
682 with a corresponding increase of 
the amount of contribution from 
Hs. 4-3.3 lakhs to R.^. 5-65 lakhs. Thew* 
figur<^» intdude a number of homeopathic 
and a few ayurvedic and nnani despen- 
saries. 

Allotments from the (Rjvernment of 
India's Rural Uplift grant for c.apital 
expenditure towards tlie establishment 
of village dispensaries were largely res¬ 
ponsible for th(‘ increa.se in numl»er of 
such institutions; while the graduSi^lly 
expanding State-aid given to tne thaiia 
and village dispensju'ies under the 
scheme of subsidies to tiiest; institutions 
W518 also of great help to the lot;al bodies 
in maintaining these dispensaries. 

The scheme of decentraliseil anti-rabio- 
treatment worked satisfactorily during 
the year, the treatment being given at 
many rural district board dispensaries 
besides the institutions at the district 
and subdivisional headquarters. 
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The public health activities of the 
Boards consisted, as usual, in combat¬ 
ing the outbreak of epidemic diseases 
by preventive and curative measures. 
Ine education of the villagers in the 
eneral principle of sanitation and 
ygiene by lantern lectures, health talks 
ana baby shows formed an importcant 
feature of the activities of the health 
staff of the distidct Iwards. In some 
districts, school hygiene work was also 
taken up by the sanitary staff. 

Cholera and small-pox were preva¬ 
lent either in sporadic or in epidemic 
form, in several districts. The district 
boards took prompt ai;tion to checik the 
spread of the diseases and augmented 
their ])ermanent health staff by teimm- 
rary men to control epidemics. The 
Public Health Department ciune 
promptly to the assistance of the district 
Imards not only by arranging for addi¬ 
tional staff of medical licentiates and 
sanitary inspectors but. also by provi¬ 
sion of a lai'ge numljej' of mobile medical 
units consisting of a medical ollicer and 
a compounder and fully e(juipped with 
me«licines for tjeatmeni as well as {)re- 
vention. l'em])orary regulations nnder 
the K}»idemic Diseases Act were also 
promulgated where necessary. Preven¬ 
tive measures, such as vaccination, ino- 
cnlalion, disinfection of tanks an<i 
wells and the clearing of ddi'hes. jungle 
and insanitary surroundings were 
carried out, as usual, by tbe district 
lioards. 

'J’lic capaign against malaria and 
kala-azar was carried on by the district 
boards. Besides providing facilities 
for treatment in the existing hospitals 
and dispensaries and in the sj)t*cia.l kala- 
azar centres some ilistrict boards either 
deputed doi tors to the affei’ted areas for 
giving treatment or organiseil travell¬ 
ing fevef dis|icnsaries to cope' with the 
situation, 'fhe campaign of quiniza- 
tion was jmshed through with vigour 
and the services of union boards, anti- 
malarial societies, kala-azar doctors and 
the circle sanitary inspectors were sys¬ 
tematically utilised in distributing 
quinine. It appears, however, that 
malaria is taking larger tolls and is on 
the increase. It calls for a more deter¬ 
mined co-ordinated effort on tlie part of 
the district boards. 

The existing institutions for the 
specialised treatment of leprosy were 
maintained and maternity and child 


welfare received adequate attention—a 
large number of dais being trained and 
equi[)ped for service in the rural areas. 

With the establishment of public 
health laboratories in many districts, 
the evil of food adulteration is reported 
to have received more attention from 
the district boards than in the preced¬ 
ing year. l.arger number of food 
samples were examined and })ro8ecu- 
tions were started—most of' them result¬ 
ing in conviction. The control exer¬ 
cised by the district boards over the 
practice of adulteration of food-stuffs 
was. however, still far from adequate. 
It is hoped that after the enactment of 
the Bengal I’ure Food Bill which is now 
before the Provincial li^islature, the 
Boards will lie in a l)ettcn’ pasition to 
deal with tliis important problem. 

7. Veterinary Charges, —The income 
and ex})enditure of the Boards nnder 
this head detu-eased from Ks. 2,790 to 
Rs. 2,348 and from Rs. 1,93,317 to 
Rs. 1,03,895, resjiectively, during the 
year under revie^v. 'I'he decrease Ixith 
in income and expenditure was due to 
the fact that the services of the veteri¬ 
nary assistant surgeons were provin¬ 
cialised in mo.st of the district under the 
scheme of provincialisation adopted by 
(lovernmeut in 1939. 

There were .severe mitlireaks of cattle 
(li.sea.ses iti Hui'dwaii and Bakarganj but 
effective measures were taken for the 
prevention of the spi-ead of the 
epidemics. Some district hoards espe¬ 
cially in the Bnrdwan and the Rajshahi 
Divisions took c^onsiderable interest in 
maintaining stud-hulls in order to im- 
1 trove the breed of cattle in tlu'ir respec¬ 
tive areas. 

8. Civil Works. —The income and 
expenditure under this head amounted 
to Rs. 22-42 lakhs and Rs. 67-98 lakhs, 
respectively, against Bs. 24-49 lakhs 
and Rs. 68-79 lakhs, respei-tively, dur¬ 
ing the previous year. I'he ilecrease in 
exjtondiinre was mainly due to less 
expenditure under "Communication” 
and “Water-supply—Original Works’. 

'I'he I'cdiiction of expenditure on 
"Communications” did not, however, 
affect the total mileage of roads main¬ 
tained by the Boards. The mileage of 
metalled, unmetalled and village roads 
actually increased and were 3,127, 
29.722, and 34.412, respectively, against 
3,987, 19,774 and 80.347, respectively, 
in the i»receding year. 
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In the Bnrdwan Division, the expen¬ 
diture on “Civil Works” amounted to 
Rs. 15 08 lakhs against Rs. 16 03 lakhs 
in the preceding yeai‘ and represented 
46 per cent, of the total expenditure 
chargeable to current income, against 
40-9 per cent, in the previous 
The decrease was shared by all the 
district boards except those of Midna- 
pore and Howrah. 

In the Presidency Division, the k»tal 
outlay under this head amounted to 
Rs. 13 64 lakhs, showing a decrease of 
about Rs. 3-60 lakhs from the previous 
yeai-'s figures. All the district boards 
shared in the decrease—^the hugest 
decrease occtjrring in the 24-Parganas 
(Rs. 1,28,804) which is attributed to the 
fact that the bills of the contractors 
could not be paid in full owing to short¬ 
age of funds. The decrefise in Khulna 
(Rs. 99,65H) was due to the curtailment 
of expenditure owing to decreased in¬ 
come resulting from the further reduc¬ 
tion of cesses. 

The total expenditure under this head 
in the Dacca Division was Rs. 14-3t> 
lakhs showing a decrease of Rs. 41,651, ‘ 
from the previous year’s figures- My- 
mensingh and Faridpur sharing in tW 
de(U‘ease while there was actually an 
increase both in Dacca and Bakarganj. 
Expenditure on ('omuiunications 
Original Works, however, showed an 
increase of Rs. 36,784. 

In the Chittagong Division, the 
expenditure on Civil Works increased 
from Rs. 6-36 lakhs to Rs. 6-42 hakhs— 
all the three Boards having continued 
their interest in the improvement of 
communications by the construction of 
new bridges and roads and repairing’ 
file old ones. 

Theie was an increase of Rs. 3,20,299 
in the expenditure under “Civil "VV^irks” 
in the Rajshahi Division. Of the 
total increase, Rs. 2,25.123 was under 
Communications — Repairs and 

Rs. 44,225 under Communication- 
Original Works. The increase was due 
to increa^d expenditure incurred by 
all the district lioards except that of 
Darjeeling. The proportion of expend! 
ture on (Mvil Works to the total 
expenditure chargeable to current income 
increased from 39-07 per cent, to 44-6 
per cent. * 

9. Water-suppiy.-~The total outlay 
on water-supply during the year under 
review was Rs. 8 07 lakhs as against 


Rs. 8-64 lakhs in the previous year. 
Of the total expenditure Rs. 6 -68 lak^ 
was under Original Works and Rs. I -49 
lakhs under Impairs. 


The total expenditure on water- 
supply in the Burdwan Division amount¬ 
ed to Rs. 1.-71 lakhs against Rs. 1-78 
in the preceding year. Of the total 
expend ituT-e Rs. 1-29 lakhs was 
on Original Works and Rs. 42,496 
on repairs. The decrease of Rs. 3,650 
on original works, as compared 
with the previons year’s figures, was 
shared by the districts of Birbhum, 
Bankura and Howrah, while the 
detTease of Rs. 2,585 on repairs was 
shared more or less by all the Boards. 
The Boards in this Division sank or 
lesank 289 tul)e-wells. 


There was a decrea.se of Rs. 17,657 
in the expenditure under this head in 
the Presidency Division—the district 
lH>ards of Nadia and Khulna sharing 
in the decrease. On the other hand, 
thei-e was inerea.sed expenditure in the 
24-1’argfinas and the Murshidabad 
districts. The Boards in this division 
sank or resank 413 ttibe-wells. 


In the Dacca Division the ex|>endi- 
ture under this head decreased from 
Ks. 3-77 lakhs to Rs. 3-13 lakhs of 
which Rs. 2-75 lakhs was under “Origi- 
rml Works" and Rs. 38,571 on 
“Repairs”. The Boards sank or 
i-esaiik 573 tul)e-wells or ferro wncrett* 
wells and excavated 18 tanks during 
the year under review. Besides, the 
district Ixwird of Bakarganj had 388 
reserve tanks under its direct control 
exfkulirig 248 tanks excavated by the 
Colonization and Khas Mahal Depart¬ 
ments and union boards with one-half 
or two-thirds contribution from the 
district Iwards. 


The Boards in the Chittagong T)ivi- 
sion sank 271 tube-wells during the 
year under review. The enthusiasm 
displayed by the Noakhali district 
board in sinking tube-wells in the 
preceding year is reiiorted to have died 
out altogether with the result that 
not a single new tnl)e-well was sunk 
during the year under review as com¬ 
pared with 392 wells .sunk in 1938-39. 

The total expenditure under this 
head in the llnjshahi Division increased 
from Rs. 1 06 lakhs to Rs. 1-25 lakhs 
—the increase being shared by all 
the district boards except those of 
Rangpur, Pabna and Darjeeling. The 
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Boards altogether sank 868 tube-wells 
besides a number of cement concrete 
ring wells, masonry wells and pottery 
weUs. 

10. Famine Relief. —In the Burdwan 
Division, the expenditure under this 
head amounted to Rs. 45,108 agaimt 
Rs. 10,335 in the previous year. The 
increase was most marked in Bankura 
(Rs. 44,433) where test relief works 
had to be started due to the partial 
failure of crops in the westeim part 
of the district. In the Presidency 
Division, the Mui’shidabad district was 
visited by floods (causing considerable 
distress and loss of property. The 
district loard with its own resources 
supplemented by liberal contributions 
from Government ably tackled the 
situation, and spent Rs. 3-99 lakhs on 
relief works. In Nadia, excessive 
rainfall caused distress and the district 
Iroard staff co-operated with Govern¬ 
ment officers in distributing ricie doles 
and agricultural loans besides carrying 
out chlorination and a quinisation 
campaign in the submerged areas. 

In the Dacca Division, the total 
outlay under this head amounted to 
Rs. i-19 lakhs and was met from the 
advances made by Government to the 
district boards. This was necessitated 
by the failure of crops on account of 
abnormal floods in tne preceding year. 
The district board of Faridpur did not 
spend the full amount of Rs. 80,000 
advanced to it. 

In the Rajshahi Division, the distress 
continued in the district of Ilangpur 
due to adverse economic, condition of 
the previous year and the district board 
had to spend Rs. 1-62 lakhs on test 
relief works. The district boards of 
Pabna and Malda spent Rs. 68,012 and 
Rs. 35,982, respectively, on test relief 
works. 


11. General Remarks.— The year 
under review contirnred to be a difficult 
one for the district boards some of 
which were called upon to continue 


relief operations in order to succour 
the people in distress caused by previous 
year’s floods, while others had to start 
new re ief works as a result of 
failure of crops owing to droughts or 
floods during 1939-40. Added to this, 
the Boards had to manage things with 
smaller receipts due to the bringing 
into effect, for the first time, the new 
procedure under the Government of 


India (Adaptation of Indian Laws) 
Order, 1937, under which they are no 
lon^r entitled to the direct credit 
of Public Works Cess receipts ^d 
proceeds from ferries. It is gratify¬ 
ing to note that the Boards made 
most of their resources and kept up 
the public, utility services to the level 
]ireviously attained by them. Cordial 
and harmonius relations subsisted 
lietween the districit authorities and the 
district boards thi'oughout the Province. 

It appears that the district boards 
have not lieen able to resist the tempta¬ 
tion of reducing expenditure on Com- 
munic^xtions in order to find money 
for what are generally regarded as 
popular services, such as medical relief, 
sanitation, etc. Without minimising 
in any way the importance of these 
services. Government desire to take this 
opportunity of imprassing upon the 
district kiarda that the general pros¬ 
perity of the district depends very 
largely on the maintenance of adequate 
communications and the grant of the 
Public Works Cess to the Boards have 
entailed a moral xibligation on them 
to devote correspondingly large sums 
to projects which had previously been 
financed from this Cess, with a view 
to developing the economic re.sources of 
the rural areas. 

Another instance of the defect in 
the administration of district boards is 
furnished by the irregularities pointed 
out year after year in the audit reports. 
Government trust that the Boards will 
pay greater attention to closer super¬ 
vision over accounts and a stricter 
compliance with the rules.

{(/) “Insiiec.ting-officer” means any person ajiiiointed under section 
;l aiid to whom the {Commissioner has delegated his powers under sub- 
.seclions (/), (~), (d) or (4) of section 14. 
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(A) “Place of business” means any place where a dealer sells any 
ffcfode or keeps accounts of sales. 

(»■) “Return-period” means in telatibn to any particular dealer the 
period for whicn returns in Form III are to be furnished by such 
«iealer under rules 17 to 29. 

O') “Section” means a section of the Act. 

(A) “The Act” means the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) Act, 1941. 

(1) “Warehouse” means any enclosure, building or vessel in which 
a dealer keeps a stock of goods for sale. 

Fixatioti of sale~pnce for contracts. 

2. (/) In computing the taxable turnover on any contract the 
dealer may deduct from his gross receipts on such contra*-! that portion 
of the total c*ist of executing such contract which does not rejiresent tiie 
(tost of materials used. 

(2) Unless the dealer produces any detailed evidence to the contrary 
in respect of any particular contra*-!, the proportion *>f the gnrns receipts 
on any (-ontract which shall b«* *lcenied t*» repn-sent the i-ost of materials 
used shall be— 

(a) in the case of an electrical *!outract— 80 per cent. 

(b) in the case of a structural contract—70 per cent. 

(c) in the case of a sanitary *>r gas *-*)utract—00^ lier cent. 

(d) in the case of overhaul *>r repair of any motor vehi*-le—40 

per cent, 

3. In calculating his taxable turnover a dealer may deduct from 
his gro.s8 turnover his turn*)ver on the following, namely: — 

Sales to the Deputy Controller of Stationery, Central Stationery

Certificates of Ilegistration. 

4. Application for registration under section 7 or section 8 shall 
be made to the appropriate Commercial Tax Officer; it shall be made in 
Form lA by a dealer having *>nly *jne phuje of business in Bengal ami 
in Form IB bv a dealer having more than one pla(!e of business in 
Bengal; it shall be signed by the propriet*)!- of the business, or «m his 
beh^f by a partner or director of the linu or by the principal *)fficer 
managing the business. 

5. Tn the application form referred to in rule 4 a (lealer shall 
•specify in broad but sufficiently Mear terms— 

(i) the nature of his business (e.g., whether agriculture, horti¬ 
culture, mini^, manufa*ituring, wholesale distribution, 
retail distribution, contracting or catering, or any combina¬ 
tion of these); 

(n) what class or classes of goods he ordinarily purchases— 

(a) for resale, 

(b) for purposes of manufacture for sale; and 
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(m) vhat class or classes of goods he manufactures for sale; 
and he shall also state— 

(iv) whether he imports any goods direct from outside the province; 

(v) if his business or any branch of it is situated in Calcutta,

order, he shall register the dealer and shall issue a certmcate of regis¬ 
tration in Form IIA or IIB. Fom IIA shall be issued to dealers 
having only one place of business in Bengal and Form IIB shall be 
is.sucd to dealers having more than one place of business in Bengal.

tlie (hnnmissioner shall, by a notification in the Calcutta Cazettc, 
]iiibliKh tile name and address of such dealer, the date fioiii which the 
registration will take effect, and a list of the good . whijdi will be 
specified in his certificate of registration for the purpose of sub-eiause 
(li) of clUuse (a) of sub-se«-tiou (2) of section 5. 

7. (/) The registration certificate shall specify the following 

auiougst other particulars; — 

(a) the location of the business and of any hranesh of the business; 
(/;) tile nature of the business; 

(c) the class or classes of goods which may be sold to the dealer 

free of tax as being required either— 

(/) for resale, or 

(ii) for purposes of manufacture for sale; 

(d) the periods for which and the dates by whii-.b returns iu 

Form III are to be furnishe^l; and 
(c) the intervals at which the tax shall lie payable. 

(2) As far as may be consistent with the Act and the Rules there¬ 
under tlic particulars referred to in clauses (It) and (c) of suh-rule (/) 
shall he described in the registration cei'tificate in tlie same terms as 
are used b,\ the dealer iu his application form. 

iS. Aliy dealer may obtain from tlic apjiropriate Commercial 
Tax (dlicer, on payment of a fee of two rupees, a duplicate copy of any 
registration certificate which has been issued to him and which may 
have heeii lost, destroyed or defaced. 
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9. {1) The Commercial Tax Officer shall furnish the dealer with 
a copy of the registration certificate for every additional place of 
business enumerated therein. 

The certificate .shall be kept at the place of business or the 
additional }dace of business to which it relates. 

10. The name of every dealer registered under rule (! shall be 
entered in Ledgers “A” and “B”. 

11. (i) When any registered dealer makes any report in accord¬ 
ance with section 16 he shall send his registration certificate to the 
Commercial Tax Officer together with the report, for amendment or 
replacement, as the case may be.

15. At least two mouths before the end of the year the Commissioner 
shall, by notification in the CalcutUi Gazette, publish tin- name of the 
dealer and shall declare that with effect from sue-h date as may be 
spccififid in the notification (being the last day of the year of the 
dealer) the registration of the dealer shall be deemed to have been 
cancelled.

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16. Af) soon as may be after the issue of a notification under rule 
13 or rule 15 the dealer shall return his registration certificate to the 
Commercial Tax Officer for cancellation and destruction. 


Iteturn of Ttixable Turnover, 

17. During the first three years after the romnieucement of the 
Act every dealer whose taxable turnover, in the opinion of the Commis¬ 
sioner, is not likely to exceed 10 per cent, of his gross turnover shall 
furnish a return in Form III annually within sixty days from the 
exj)iry of each year. 

18. After the expiry of three years from the commencement of the 
Act every dealer whose tecsable turnover does not exceed 10 per cent, of 
his gross turnover calculated over the latest three years for which 
figures are available shall furnish returns in Form 111 annually 
within sixty days from the expiry of each year. 

19. When the taxable turnover of any dealer referred to in rule 
18 exceeds in any year 10 per cent, of the average gross turnover cal¬ 
culated in the manner provided in rule 18, the Assistant Commissioner 
may fix fresh return-periods for such dealer, hut ordinarily he shall 
not reduce the return-period unless he is sati.sfied that the excess over 
10 per cent, is likely to continue. 

20. Every dealer other than those for whom annual returns are 
prescribed in rules 17 and 18 who satisfies the Commissioner that he is 
not accustomed to make up a statement of acciounts of saies more oftiMi 
than half-yearly shall furnish a return in Form 111 half-yearly within 
sixty days from the expiry of each half-year. 

21. Kvery dealer, otlier than those referred to in rules 17, 18 and 
20, whose annual gross turnover in the o|nnion of the Assistant 
Commissioner is likely to exceed two lakhs <rt rupees shall furnish a 
return in Form III quarterly, within thirty days from the expiry of 
each quarter: 

Provided that the Commissioner may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, fix quarterly returns for any other class of dealer also. 

22. Subject to the provisions of rule 24 the return-periods fixed for 
any dealer under rules 20 and 21 shall remain in force for not less than 
three years and thereafter shall continue to remain in force until the 
Assistant Commissioner fixes a different return-period in accordance 
with these rules. 

23. The Commissioner or any other officer authorised to take 
a<d.ion under rules 17, 19, 21, 30 or 32 shall, in exercising his discretion 
under those rules, pay due regard to such figures of the dealer’s turn¬ 
over for the three years immediately preceding as may be available 
to him. 

24. If the Assessing-authority finds it impracticable to make a 
proper check of the returns furnished by any dealer^ under rule 20 
or rule 21 he may for reasons to be recorded in writing direct such 
dealer to furnish the returns at such lesser intervals as he may consider 
necessary for the purpose. 
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25. Every dealer, other than those whose returu-periods have been 
fixe<l under rules 17, 18, 20 or 21, shall furnish a return in Eonn III 
lor eiM'h month by sueh date within the following: month as may be 
.sj)ecifie<l in his Certificate of Registration. 

20. Any deali'i- who elects to pay tax in advance under rule 48 shall 
fuinish returns in h'orm IIIA instead of in Form 111, and in the 
ease of such dealers all references to Form III in these rules shall be 
deemed to include Form IIIA. 

27. (I) All returns in Form III which are, required to be furnish¬ 
ed under these rules shall be signed by the dealer or by some 
responsible person on his behalf, and shall be sent to the appropriate 
Commercial Tax Officer. 

(2) Returns furnished by any dealer for whom the (h)mmercial Tax 
Officer is not the Assessing-authority shall be scrutinized by the (hun- 
mercial Tax Officer and forwarded to the Assistant Commissioner as 
soon as possible together with such remarks, if any, as the Commercial 
Tax Officer maj- think fit to make. 

28. If an>’ registered dealer shows to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mi.ssioner that no sales made by him are liable to tax under the Act and 
makes an application in this Indialf, the Commissioner may direct that 
it sliall not be luicessary for Hindi dealer to furnish any return in 
b’lirm III and may grant the dealer a certificate in Form IV. 

29. (/) A certificate granted to any dealer under rule 28 shall be 
valid till the end of the ye.ar of issue and thereafter may be renewed 
annually for one y'ear at a time upon receipt of an application from the 
dealer accompanied by an afiidavit that the business of the dealer 
continues to be such that no sales efl'ecteil Ity him are liable to tax 
under the Act. 

(2) Applications for renewal under sub-rule (1) .should be made 
before the date when the certificate will expire, and applications which 
are received after such date are liable to be rejected. 

(3) Applications for the issue or renewal of certificates in Form 1V 
shall 1)€ made to the appropriate Commercial Tax Officer, and parti¬ 
culars of all such applications shall be entered in Register XIX. 

Piniiiient of To.r. 

80. If in the opinion of the Commissioner the annual tax payable 
by any dealer for whom annual return-periods have been prescribed is 
not likely to exceed Rs. 500, such dealer shall pay tax annually before 
furnishing the return in Form III. 

81. Every dealer other than a dealer referred to in rule 80 
for whom annual return-periods are prescribed and every dealer for 
whom half-yearly return-periods are prescribed shall pay tax quarterly 
in the manner prescribed in sub-rules 32 to 35 (inclusive). 

32. The Commercial Tax Officer shall estimate the amount of tax 
payable by the dealer for the whole year, and shall communicate the 
same to the dealer.

35. An estimate shall not be changed during a year, and shall 
remain in force until a fresh estimate is communicated in the manner 
jnovided in rule 34. 

3(1. Every dealer for whom quarterly returns have been prescribed 
shall pay the tax due for any quarter before furnishing the return in 
Form III for that quarter. 

37. Every dealer for whom monthly returns are j)rescribed will 
pay tax monthly before furnishing I In* return in Form III for that 
month. 


38. (/) Every dealer shall pay the tax and any penally which may 

have been imposed upon him direct into the a)>propriate Government 
'Treasury. No i»uyjnent <tf any tax or penally shall be uci-epted at the 
ollice of the Commissioner or of any Assistant Commissioner or any 
(Jounnercial Tax Gfficer. 

(2) Challans tor Ihe purpose of making paynnent shall be obtainable 
al any Government 'Treasury or at the office of any ' ommercial 'I'ax 
(lllii'er. 

(<!i) Challans shall be filled up in triplicate. One copy of such 
challan shall be retained by the. Treasury, and the other two copies 
shall Im returned to the dealer, duly signed, as proof of payment. 

3!>. Every Assessiug-autbority shall maintain ltegist<-rs XII1, 
XIV and/or XV, jis may be required, in which he shall record the 
receipt of every (diallan produced in accordance with rule 43 or rule 44 
iu proof of pjiyment of tax by any dealer for whom he. is the Assessiug- 
autbority. 

40. Payments by any dealer who is to })ay tax annually shall be 
noted in Register XIII. 

41. Payments by any dealer w'ho is to pay tax quarterly shall be 
noted in Register XIV which shall be kepi iu tliree sections: — 

XIVA for dealers who furnish annual returns; 

XlVlf for dealers who furnish half-yearly returns; 

XT VC for dealers who furnish quarterly leturns.

42. Payments by dealers who arc to pay monthly shall he noted 
iu Register XV. 

43. Every dealer referred to iu rules 3t). 3(i and 37 shall attach 
one copy of the receipted challan to the reUifti in Form 111 when 
jiresonting the return to the Commercial 'Tax Officer. 
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44. Every dealer referred to iu rule 31— 

(a) ahall send to the appropriate Commercial Tax Cfficer the 
receipted challans relating to payments made in accord¬ 
ance with sub-rule (/) of rule 33 within fifteen days of the 
expiry of the quarter for which the payment is made; and 

{h) shall attach to the return in Form 111 the receipted challan 
in respect of the payment referred to in sub-rule (2) of 
rule 33.

>ear during which he is liable to pay tax such sum as is shown to the

of goods effected on or before such date. 

47. (/) Every registered dealer, whether or not paying tax in 
advance under rule 48, shall report to the appropriate (/omniercial 3’ax 
Offii-er. within one month from the date on which the dealer becomes 
liable to tax, the amount which is due to him on such date on account 
of sales of gomis effected or contracts entered into In'fore such date. 

{2) The Commercial Tax Offi«-er shall forward to the Assistant 
Commissioner any claim for deduction which is made under rule 4(» by 
any dealer for whom the Commercial Tax Officer is not the Assessing- 
authority. 

48. {1) If any dealer .so prefers he may, with th<‘ perniis.sion of 
the Commissioner, pay in advance the tax which shall he leviable 
upon his taxable turnover. 

(~) The amount of tax which may he paid in advance under suh- 
rule (/) in respecd of any given ieturn-i)eriod shall he calculatetl on 
the basis of the sales effected or contracts entered into during such 
jieriod. 

(•?) Any dealer who pays tax in advance under sub-rule (/) may 
obtain refund of any amount of tax which has already been paid in 
respect of any .sale-price or part of a sale-price which is suhseiiueiitly 
(•ertified by a Registered A('countant to have become irreioverahle and 
to have been written off' as a bad debt. 

Astessment to tax and I or penalty untjer section 11. 

49. When it appears to an Assessing-authority to 1 h* necessary 
to make an assessment under section 11 in respect of any dealer he 
shall serve a notice in Form VI upon him setting forth— 

(a) the amount of tax or additional tux, as the case may l>e, 
which such dealer is required to pay; 

(5) the return-period or periods in respect of which such tax is 
payable; and 

(c) the grounds upon which the demand is made; 

and he shall fix a date not less than fifteen days after the date of the 
service of the notice, for considering any objection which the dealer 
may wish to prefer. 
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50. If the Assessing-authority is an AAeintaiit CoramisHioner he 
ouiy, with the consent of the dealer, depute a Gomniereial Tax Officer 
to near the dealer’s objection and to record any evidence brought in 
Bup^port thereof. 

61. A Commercial Tax Officer deputed under rule 50 shall send 
to the Assistant Commissioner by such date as the latter may direct— 

(t) a pr^is of the points argued in support of the dealer’s objec¬ 
tion ; 

(it) a record of any evidence taken in this behalf; and 

(tit) if so directed by the Assistant (!oniiuis,sioner, his opinion upon 
the contention of the dealer and u]jon the facts of the case. 

52. Every Assessing-authority shall maintain a register in Form 

XVI, in which he shall enter the details of each case instituted under 
rule 49. 

53. A dealer who has been served with a noti<to under rule 49 
may prefer any objection personally, or through au agent, or he may 
send it in writing. 

54. After considering any objection made by the dealer and 
after considering any evidence produced in support thereof the Assess- 
ing-authority shall assess the amount of tux (if any) and p.eualty 
(if any) to be paid by the dealer, and shall briefly hut clearly record 
the reasons on which he bases his order. 

55. (/) If any sum is payable by the dealer under rule 54 the 
Asses-sing-authority shall serve a notice in Form Vll upon him spe(;ify- 
ing the date, not less than thirty days after the service ol the uo(i<’e 
on whic.h payment shall be made, and he shall also fix a date on a'hic.h 
the dealer shall produce the receipted challan in proof of such 
payment. 

(2) When the challan is produced, the Assessing-authority shall 
make the necessary entries in the appropriate columns of Itegister 

XVII. 

50. If on the date fixed under rule 55 the defaulting dealer 
has not paid the sum assessed or such instalment thereof as may be 
due, the Assessing-authority shall apply to the Collector of the urea in 
whic’h is located the »lealer's office or head office, as the <’ase may be, 
for recovery of the whole amount of tax aud/or penalty remaining 
unpaid as au arrear of land-revenue. 

57. (/) After taking the necessary action the Collector shall report 

to the Assessing-authority what amount, if any, has been recovered and 
the date on which recovery has been made. 

(2) On receipt of the Collector’s report the Assessing-authority 
shall make the necessary entries in the appropriate columns of Itegister 
XVII. 

68. (/) All the papers relevant to the making of any assessment in 

respect of any particular dealer shall be kept together and shall form 
an assessment case record. 

(2) Assessment case records shall be preserved for twelve years. 
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Refund of excets tax paid, 

59. Aa application from a dealer for a refund of excess tax paid 
shall be made to the approjiriate Commercial Tax Officer and waU 
clearly but briefly specify the grounds upon which the refund is 
claimed. 

(>(). When the Commercial Tax Officer is satisfied that a refund 
is due to any^ dealer he shall, except as provided in rule submit 
the ap]dication together with his opinion thereon to the Assistant 
Commissioner for orders. 

Gl. Within thirty days from the date of submission of the applica¬ 
tion under rule GO tile Assistant Commissioner shall record his order 
in writing and shall communicate it to the Commendal Tax Officer. 

62. Any Commercial Tax Officer stationed in areas outside Calcutta 
may sanction the refund of any amount of excess tax paid not exceeding 
fifty rupees without reference to the Assistant Commissioner. 

63. When an order for a refund has been passed under rule 61 or 
rule 62 the Commercial Tax Officer shall, if the dealer desires payment 
in cash, issue a Refund Payment Order (Cash) and shall make it over 
to the dealer for encashment at the appropriate Government Treasury. 

64. Tf the dealer desires payment by adjustment against any 
amount subsequently payable by him the Commercial Tax Officer shall 
issue a Refund Adjustment Order authorising the dealer to deduct the 
sum to be refunded from the amount payable in respect of the next 
return-period folloiying the sanctioning of the refund, or from the 
next instalment payable under aub-rule ( 1 ) of rule 33. 

65. In support of any claim for deduction according to rule 64 
the dealer shall attach the refund adjustment order to the next return 
in Form III to be furnished by him or to the next receipted challan 
furnished under clause (a) of rule 44. 

66. After allowing such deduction the Commercial Tax Officer 
shall cause the Refund Adjustment Order to be cancelled. 

67. The Commercial Tax Officer shall enter in Register XVIII 
particulars of all applications for refund and of the orders passed 
thereon. 


Inspection of .accounts, etc. 

68. In reciuiriug the production by any dealer of his accounts, 
registers, documents or stocks of goods strict regard shall be ha<l to the 
necessity of not disturbing the business of the dealer or the work of his 
staff any more than is necessary for the purpose of ascertaining the 
required information. 

69. Unless the iuspeoting-ufficer in his discretion deems it neces¬ 
sary to make a surprise visit, be shall give reasonable notice in writing 
to the dealer of his intention to inspect the accounts, registers, docu¬ 
ments or stocks of goods of such dealer and in fixing the date, time 
and place for the purpose, he shall as far as possible hkve regard to the 
convenience of the dealer; ordinarily he shall make such inspection at 
the premises of the dealer and he shall not retire the dealer to 
produce his accounts, registers or documents at his office except for 
urgent reasons and in the public interest. 
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70. If the Commercial Tax Officer seizes any books of accounts, 
registers or documents, under section 14 lie shall not retain them 
beyoud seven days without written sanction of the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner. No inspecting-officor shall retain such hooks for more than 
twenty-one days without the sanction of the Commissioner. 

Delegation of Commissioner's powers. 

71. The Commissioner shall not delegate to any officer appointed 
to assist him any powers other than those enumerated below in respect 
of the sections mentioned, nor shall he delegate any power specified 
in column 3 to any officer below the rank specified in the corresponding 
entry in column 4: —

allowed at the disert'tion of the IJistriet Engineer eoneerned, provided 
that there shall be between .such a]i))roaeh roads U space of iKit ioSs than 
80 fwt. In tho special eircumstunces of any tawe tlic Ghief, Eiioeutivc 
Officer may allow a larger number of approach' roads. 

8. Every per.sou who iiiftnuls to eonstria t an uiqn-oaeh roa<l or roads 
shall apply to the District Engineer of the (hn poration vtithin whose 
district such road or roads shall lie in the printed form (to be sup(>lied 
free of charge) aiiiiKsed to these by-laws.

Bylaws regarding standardisation of 
weights and measures. 

(Under section 417 of the lienyal

1. Til these bylaws the word 
“vendor” includes a shofi-keepcr, stall¬ 
holder. sijuatter, or other salesman in 
any market, or in any other place 
within the municipality. 

2. All vendors within the munici¬ 
pality shall list— 

■(/) (jloveriiment standard weights, 
that is to say, a maund con¬ 
sisting of forty seers, a seer 
consisting of eighty tolas and 
a txda consisting of one 
hundred and eighty grains; 
and 

(ii) a standard cubit consisting of 
eighteen inches for the measure 
of commodities other than 
land, 

3. The Commissioners shall require 
tlie officers duly authorised by them 
in that liehalf, and may require the 
owner, manager or other person in 
charge of a private market to keep 
in their custody standards of weights 
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and measures conforming with the 
standards prescribed in bylaw 2 for 
the purpose of verifying the weights 
and measures used by any vendor 
for the sale of articles in any market 
or in any other place. Such officers 
duly authorised by the Commissioners 
shall keep in their custody a die for 
the purpose of stamping weights and 
measures which have been duly verified 
in the manner provided in bylaw 4.

shall provide therein a rat-proof bin or 
receptacle for the temporary deposit of food 
residue, cups, plates and other utensils prior 
to washing. 

2. Rat-proof dmt bins .—The Commis¬ 
sioners may provide rat-proof dust bins for 
the depositing of sewage, rubbish and 
offensive matter. 

3. Notification of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by beat of 
•Irums prompt notification of cases of mortality 
among rats in any building or on any land; 
whereujum the owner or occupier of such 
building or land shall birth with give informa¬ 
tion of any such of-currcuce to the Health 
Officer or the Commissioners either personally 
or in writing. 

4. Rat destruction .—Whenever the Com¬ 
missioners at a meeting shall decide on the 
destruction of rats as a measure to prevent 
the outbreak or spread of plague within the 
municipality it shall be lawful for the Com¬ 
missioners to make necessary arrangements 
for such destruction by smoking rat holes and 
by placing rat tra]>s and rat poison baits in 
any building, or land consistently with the 
safety of the building and its occupants. 

5. Disposal of dead rnt.i .—When required 
by the Commissioners to do sti for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
owner or occupier of every building or )and 
in which a dead rat is found shall forthwith 
place it in kerosene oil, until its disposal by 
burning can be arranged. 

6 . Disinfection .—^When re«iuired by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
tile outbreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or occupier of a building shall arrange for 
the cleaning and disinfection, at such inter¬ 
vals as may be fixed by the Commissioners, 
of the fliMir and walls (up to a height of 3 
feet from the floor or plinth) of the building 
with kerosene oil emulsion prepared by 
Imiling half a pound of hard soap in half a 
gallon-of water, to which 4 gallons of kero¬ 
sene oil have been subseciuentiy mixed. 

7. Disinfection .—The owner or occupier 
of a building in which a case of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate dis¬ 
infection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharges from buboes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of J 
teaspoonful to a pint of water or in any other 
active germicidal solution. 

8 . Disinfection of room of pneumonic 
plague vases .—^The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of the room in 
w'bich a case of pneumonic plague has occur¬ 
red with fonnalin, gas or with other suitable 
disinfectants. 

9. Arrangement for immunisation .—The 
(Vimmissioners may by a beat df drums 
announce the arrangements made for anti¬ 
plague inoculation; whereupon every person 
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shall he Iwund to jyet himself inoculated, pro¬ 
vided that no person shall he hound to take 
inoculation who owing to constitutional dis¬ 
ability or on medical grounds is certified by a 
registered medical practitioner to be unfit for 
such inoculation. 

10. Penalty .—Whoever commits a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 
shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to Rs. 50. 

ByAaws for the prevention of Kahies in men 
and animaU. 

1. The Commissioners may require by 
beat of (Irnnis that all dogs, whenever led or 
taken out into a public street or a public 
place, shall be properly muzzled with a leather 
strap or any other similar contrivancie.

3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering fr<»m rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may be required by the (Jommissioners. 

4. Whoever (lommits a breach of any of 
the by-laws shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Its. 50. 

liy-lairs for the control of Malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has been decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting it shall bo lawful 
b)r the Commissioners to treat all tanks, 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with larvacides. 

2. Th(“ owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall, when recinircd by the Commis¬ 
sioners by a notice in writing, treat such 
drain or cesspool with proper larvacides as a 
meaeun* for the destruction of mns(]uitnes at 
intervals of not more than 10 days, provided 
that th(' necessary materials are supplied by 
the Commissioners. The Commissioners may 
themselves arrange for such measure being 
taken by their own staff. 

3. The Commissioners may, by notice in 
writing, rtMjuire the owner of any land to 
provide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition, provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when re(iuired by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to be spe¬ 
cified in sufdi notice, provide mosquito-proof 
coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall construct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 


5. Every owner or o»!Cupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a noti<e in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for storage of water in his 
premises to be made mosquito-proof. 

With the above end in view every cistern 
or reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions: — 

(rt) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, I’ublic Health 
liepartment, and shall Ihj kept cl«)sed 
by strong bolts and nuts <»r shall be 
secured by lock and key.

(cf The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
water-closets should be of mo8<|uitu-

if) If flic cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid. as an aliernative, every 
oj)ening shall be covered w'ith a 
mos(|uito-proof screen consisting of 
wire netting of at least Hi meshes to 
the inch each way or any other 
material which will effectively pre¬ 
vent ingress or egress of mosquitoes. 
In the case of non-provisioir of 
mo.s(iuito screen all unscreened con¬ 
tainers shall be comj>letely emptied 
every 7 days and thoroughly cleaned 
and dried. 


(1. .\o new water connection shall be given 

to any luiifiling until the storage cisterns 
installed therein have been inspected and 
certified to be mo8(iuito-proof by the Health 
(ttficer or the Municipal Engineer or any 
other competent person authorised by the 
(tommissioners in this behalf.

In view of the gradual di8aj)pearance of 
wild birds and frame from the Presidency of 
Benfral it is proposed to adopt necessary 
measures for the preservation of wild life in 
the Province a.s early as possible. Govern¬

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Report of the Select Committee on the Bei^l Raw Jute Taxation Bill, 1941. 

We, the members of the Select Committee, to which the Bengal Raw Jute 
Taxation Bill, 1941, was referred by a motion carried in the Bengal Legis¬ 
lative Assembly on July 30, 1941, have the honour to submit this our report 
with the Bill embodying amendments recommended by us annexed. Matter 
recommended by us to be deleted has been printed in italics and enclosed in 
square brackets and new matter proposed to be inserted has been underlined. 

The Committee met for the first time in Calcutta on August 2, 1941, 
and from time to time thereafter till August 8, 1941, on which date they 
concluded their deliberations on the Bill. The Bill was published before 
introduction in the Calcutta Gazette on July 10, 1941. 

The Bill has not, in our opinion, been so altered by our recommenda¬ 
tions as to require republication. 

The reasons for the changes recommended by us, excepting those purely 
of a drafting or consequential nature, are briefly as follows 


Clause 2. 

New sub-clause (2a).—Definition of “maund” has been in.serted as we 
are of opinion that the standard of weight as laid down by the Indian 
Legislature should be insisted upon in all transactions throughout the 
province so as to ensure uniformity in the rate of taxation under this Bill. 

New sub-clause (iSa).—“Raw Jute” has been defined in ore lei' to (darify 
the intention. 

Sub-clause (7).—The amendment made in this sub-clause is intended to 
include exports from Bengal to places in India and thereby to prevent evasion 
of taxation by means of double bills of lading. 

Clause 3. 

Sub-clause (1).—The amendment here is consequential on the amend¬ 
ment in clause 2(7) and is intended to include taxation of raw jute 
despatched outside Bengal by any means of transit. 

Sub-clause (2).—The insertion here is primarily intended to exclude 
transactions between jute mills themselves from taxation. 

Clauses 4 and 5. 

Clauses 4(1) and 5(1).—Payment of fees for registration or renewal of 
registration of jute mills and shippers of jute was considered unnecessary 
and the provisions requiring such payment have been deleted accordingly. 

In view of the provision for annual renewal of registration, clause 4(P) 
was considered unnecessary and vexatious and has been deleted. 

Cancellation of registration of jute mills might adversely affec^t the 
shareholders of the mills and clauses \{4){h) and b{S){h) have been deleted to 
give protection to such shareholders who should not, in our opinion, be 
penalised for the offence of a manager or the managing agent.

The amendments in this clause have been made as we do not consider 
it necessary that the books of account should be kept at the mill premises.

Clause 9. 

Sub-clause (1).—Provision has been made for a penalty in cases of 
failure to submit returns with a view to providing an additional induce¬ 
ment for submission of proper returns. 

The new proviso has been added as, in our opinion, there .should be 
some provision for extension of time for payment of tax or penalty in 
exceptional cases to avoid undue hardship. 

Sub-clause (la) providing for a penalty for non-payment has been 
added as we considered that deliberate negligence in making payment of 
tax or penalty, as the case may be, should Ik‘ severely dealt with. 

Sub-clause (2).— The amendment in this sub-clause besides being 
consequential, is intended to be in line with the Bengal Finance (Sales Tax) 
Act. 1941. 


Clause 9A. 

This new clause is intended to make the asses.sees to obtain a refund 
in cases of payments made in excess of the amounts due. This is in line 
with the Bengal Finance (8ales Tax) Act, 1941. 


Clause 10. 

The words “or by night” in sub-clause (x^) have been omitted as entry 
into or search of the j)reniises by night might cause unnecessary hard.ship 
and annov.ance. 


New clause 10A. 

T’he provisions of this new clause are intended for the preservation of 
business secrets. 


Clause 11.

New paragraphs (ff) and (Iff).—These new paragraphs have l)een 
it'serted as it has been considered necessasry to provide for a sand ion behind 
the })rovisions of clauses 10 and lOA so as to ensure l)etter woiking of the 
provisions. 


Clause 13. 

The clause has been considered unnecessary and deleted in ordei- to be 
in line with the Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Act, 1941. 
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Clause 15. 

The amendment in this clause is to bring it in line with the Bengal 
Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Act, 1941. 

Clause 20. 

Sub-clause (1). —The period of limitation for filing an appeal has been 
extended from “thirty days” to “sixty days” as the original period was, in 
our opinion, inadequate. 

Sub-clause (3). —It was considered more desirable to leave it to the 
Provincial Government to prescribe the revising authority. We have 
accordingly amended this clause. Besides specific provision has also been 
made for a party aggrieved to apply for a revision. This brings the clause 
into line with the Bengal Motor Spirit Sales Taxation Act, 1941. 

Clause 21. 

Tt was considered inexpedient to empower the Provincial Government 
lo allow exemption from taxation which, in our opinion, should be general. 
This clause has the?'efoi*e lietm deleted. 


Clause 22. 

The amendments in this clause are consequential on those recommende<l 
by us in the foregoing provisions of the Bill.

The object of this Bill, via., financing the carrying out of measures for the stabi¬ 
lisation of jute prices, tlie ini])rovement of marketing and penerally to further the 
interests of the jute growers of the proviiice' and of the industry as a whole—is 
undoubti'dly laudable. Some such measure was long overdue. In order that jute 
growers may derive the full benefits of jute.

Minute of dissent by Mr. Shahedali, M.L.A. 

Myself and my jmrtv are against the imposition of any tax upon the consumers, 
as we feel tliis tax will Ultimately pass to the jute growers. 

However, I may agree to the proposed tax, if its imposition heljis to raise 
the price of raw jute. That is jiossifde only if the minimutii price he fixed and thi‘ 
adilitioiiul revi'iiud which may ho derived from the jiroposed tax is utilized to finiinec 
an organization wdiie.h may increase the holding power of the jute growers. It is 
common knowledge that the jute grower's arc disorganized and poor and eonse(|ueutly 
their holding power is nil with flu; majority and very jioor with the rest. If tlieir 
holding ])ower is increu.sed they iiia,v dictate the jirice—and not the mills and the 
exporters who eventually purchase the jute crop—and who at present contnd the 
price policy. It was understood that "the major portion of the proposed additional 
revenue, i.e., about dfi lakhs out of fid lakhs derived from the tax will he spent over 
the regulation of prinluction and the residue, if any, will he utilized for erecting 
warehouses, increasing the holding liower of the jute growers—^and for other objects 
mentioned in the Hill. BttT *.. * without making arrangement to 

increase the lioldiiig jwwer of the -ffW’WHfs- wwe leguLition of jute prodm.tion 

will not increase the price, of jute. Solutiuk of ...question. of supply and demand may 
be a factor towards that direction. So I am of opinion that the projiosed tax_ if 
imposed must he earmarked for fiuaneitvg an organization to increase the holding 
power of the jute growers and by no means this amount should be utilized for jute 
restriction or jute regulation 8<die»pe. Tins exjieiiditure may he met from (ieneral 
Revenue as before. If the majority of the , ineiiibcrs * * * * * * sincerely 
believe the pro])osed tax will not pass ultimately to the jute growers, the.y may 
ini>rease the, tax from two annas per maund to eight annus jter inauiid.

Vi hereas by the Fifty-second Clause of the 
Statutes of tlie Most Excki.i.ent Ohdeu of the 
Bhiti.sh Empihe bearing date the Thirtieth 
day of July, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-seven, power was reserved to the 
Sovereign of annulling, altering, abrogating, 
a»iginenting, interpreting or dispensing with 
the same or ajiy part thereof by a notification 
under the Royal Sign Manual. 

Anil whereas We have ordained in Our 
Warm lit instituting the George Cross that as 
from the institution of the said Cross the 
grant of the Medal of the Order of the British 
Empire, for Gallantry, shall cease, and a 
recipient of that Medal living on the Twenty- 
fourth day of September, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty, shall return it to the 
Central Chancery of Our Orders of Knight¬ 
hood and become instead a holder of the 
(leorge Cross: provided that there shall be a 
similar change in felation to any posthumous 
grant of the Medal of the Order of the British 
I'imiiire, for Gallantry, made since the com- 
memcment of the present war. 

We now, in pursuance and in exercise of 
the power thus vested in Us, do annul the 
1 Inrty-seventh, Thirty-eighth and Thirty- 
ninth of the Aforesaid Statutes of this O^er 


and the same are hereby annulled accordingly, 
and in lieu of the Thirty-eeventh, Thirty- 
eighth and Thirty-ninth of the said Statutes, 
We do make, ordain and establish, by these 
Presents sealed w'ith the Seal of the Order, 
the following Statutes and Ordinances, 
namely:— 

XXXVIl. It is Ordained that a Military 
and Civil Medal of this Order shall be 
awarded to persons who render meritorious 
service warranting such mark of Our Royal 
appreciation. Such Civil Medal shall not be 
awarded to Members of any of the five 
Classes of the Order or to persons eligible for 
appointment thereto, and such Military 
Medal shall only be awarded to persons sub¬ 
ordinate to those who are eligible for the 
Military Division of the various Classes of 
the Order, but a recipient of the Medal, 
whether Military, or Civil, who may subse¬ 
quently be appointed a Member of one of the 
five Classes of the Order, may continue to 
wear the Medal in addition to the Insignia of 
the Order. It is further Ordained that the 
said Medal, including the Medal awarded 
prior to 29t,h December. 1922, shall lie known 
UN “The British Emfirb Meual.” 

XXXVIII. It is Ordained that the said 
Medal for men and for women shall consist of 
a circular medal in silver, having on the 
obverse a representation of Britannia with the 
motto of the Order, and, upon the exergue, 
the words “For MERiTOUiors Service, ’’ and 
on the reverse the Royal and Imperial 
(Cypher of the Sovereign, and the words 
“Instituteii by King George V,” and shall 
be w'orn on the left side, immediately after the 
Burma Gallantry Medal, .suspended from a 
clasp ornamented with oak leaves, attached to 
II ro.se pink riband edged with pearl grey of 
one inen and one-quarter in width, with the 
uilditioh, in the ease of recipients of the Mili¬ 
tary Medal of the Order, of a vertical pearl 
grey stripe in the centre of the riband of 
about one-sixteenth of an inch: provided 
that when the Medal is worn by a woman, it 
may be worn on the left shoulder, suspended 
from a riband of the same width and colour, 
fashioned into a bow. It is further Ordained 
that on occasions when miniature decorations 
are worn, reproductions of the Medal in 
miniature may be worn by those to whom the 
Medal is awarded. 

XXXIX. It is Ordained that servicee or 
acts deemed worthy of recognition by the 
award of the Medal, but rendered by a person 
upon whom the Medal has already been con¬ 
ferred, may he recorded Igi’ a Bar or Bars 
altached, for men, to the riband, and for 
women, to the centre of the bow, from which 
the Medal is suspended. It is further Ordain¬ 
ed that when the riband is worn alone, the 
award of a Bar is to be indicated by the 
placing of a small silver rosette on the 
riband, a further rosette being added for each 
Bar.i 
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And it is Our Will and Pleasure that these 
Statutes, sealed with the Seal of the said 
Order, shall be taken and received as part 
and parcel of the Statutes thereof. 

Given at Our Court at Saint James's under 
the Seal of the said Order, this fourteenth 
day of March, One Thousand Nine 
hundred and Forty-one, in the Fifth 
year of Our Reign.

2. Rat-proof dust bins .— The Commis¬ 
sioners may provide rat-proof dust bins for 
the depositng of sewage, rubbish and offensive 
matter. 


.‘1. Notification of rat mortality. —When¬ 
ever the Commissioners apprehend any out¬ 
break of plague they may require by beat of 
drums prompt hotification of cases of 
mortality among rats in any building or on 
any land; whereupon the owner or occupier 
of such building or land shall forthwith give 
information of any such occurrence to the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners either 
jiersonally or in writing. 


4. Rat destruction .—Whenever the Com- 
missionei's at a meeting shall decide on the 
destrur^tion of rats as a measure to prevent 
the outbreak or spread of pla^e within the 
municipality, it shall be lawful for the Com¬ 
missioners to make necessary arrangements 
for such destruction by smoking rat holes 
and by placing rat traps and rat mison baits 
in any building, or land consistently with the 
safety of the hiding and its occupants. 


5. Disposal of dead rats .—^When required 
by the Commissioners to do so for the preven¬ 
tion of any outbreak or spread of plague, the 
owner or occupier of every building or land in 
which a dead rat is found shall forthwith 
lace it in kerosine oil, until its disposal by 
urniug can be arranged. 


(). Disinfection .—When required by the 
Commissioners to do so for the prevention of 
file outbreak or spread of plague, the owner 
or occTipier of a building shall arrange for the 
cleaning and disinfection, at such intervals 
as may be fixed by the Commissioners, of the 
floor and walls (up to a height of three feet 
from the floor or plinth) of the building with 
kerosine oil emulsion prepared by boiling 
half a pound of hard soap in half a gallon 
of water, to which four gallons of kerosene 
oil have been subsequently mixed. 


7. Disinfection .—The owner or occupier 
of a building in which a case of plague has 
occurred shall arrange for the immediate 
disinfection of the sputum of the patient and 
discharges from buboes of such patient with 
Lysol, Cyllin or Hycol lotion in strength of 
one teaspoon ful to a pint of water or in any 
other active germicidal solution. 


8. Disinfection of room of pneumonic 
plague-. cases .—The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of the room in 
which a case of pneumonic ]|)lague has occur¬ 
red with formalin, gas or with other suitable 
disinfectants. 


9. Arrangement for immunisation .—The 
(hmnnissionere may by beat of drum announce 
the arrangements made for anti-plague 
inoculation; whereupon every person shall be 
br>und to get himself inocumted; provided 
that DO person shall be bound to take inocula¬ 
tion who owing to constitutional disability 
or on medical grounds is certified by a regis* 
tered medical practitioner to be unfit for such 
inoculation. 


10. Penolty,-—Whoever oommita a breach 
of any of the by-laws 1, 3, 4, 6, ‘6, 7, 8 and 
9 shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to 50. 
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By-laws for the prevention of rabies in men 
anti animals. 

1. The Commissioners may require by beat 
of drum that aU dogs, whenever led or taken 
out into a public street or a public place shall 
be properly muzzled with a leather strap or 
any other similar contrivance. 

2. Any person who has in his possession 
any dog which he knows or has reason to 
believe to be suffering from rabies or to have 
been bitten or snap^d at by any dog, jackal 
or any other animal suffering from rabies or 
suspected to be suffering from rabies shall 
immediately intimate the fact in writing to 
the Commissioners and also to the Health 
Officer. 

3. Persons bitten by any dog, jackal or 
other animal suffering from rabies or suspect¬ 
ed to be suffering from rabies shall report the 
fact to the Commissioners in such details as 
may be required by the Commissioners. 

4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
Ihe by-laws shall be ]»unishnble with a fine 
which may extend to Its. 50. 


By-laws for the control of malaria. 

1. Whenever a campaign for the preven¬ 
tion of malaria has liecn decided upon by the 
Commissioners at a meeting, it shall be law¬ 
ful for the Commi.ssioners to treat all tanks, 
ponds, wells and water collections periodically 
with larvacides. 

2. The owner of every drain or open cess¬ 
pool shall, when required by the Commis¬ 
sioners by a notice in writing, treat such drain 
or ce.sspool with proper larvacides as a measure 
tor the destruction of mos(juitoes at intervals 
of not more than 10 days, provided that the 
necessary materials are supplied by the Com¬ 
missioners. The Commissioners may them¬ 
selves nrrang«‘ for such measure being taken 
by their own staff. 

3. The Commissioners may by notice in 
writing require the owner of any land to 
provide subsoil drains in order to improve its 
sanitary condition provided that there is a 
suitable outfall for such drains. 


4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to be spe¬ 
cified in such notice, provide mosquito-proof 
coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall construct yard gullies communicat¬ 
ing with the drains. 

5. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners b3?’ 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for storage of water in his pre¬ 
mises to be made mosquito-proof. 


With the above end in view every cistern 
or reserve tank shall conform to the following 
conditions: — 

(a) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, Public 
Health Department, and shall be 
kept closed by strong bolts and nuts 
or shall be secured by lock and key. 
The lids should not be opened until 
required for inspection by an officer 
authorised by the Commissioners in 
that behalf or for repair works. 

ib) Ihp warning pipe or the overfiow pipe 
attached to the cistern or reserve tank 
shall be protected by a perforated 
mc'tal cap of a standard pattern 
approved by the Health Officer or the 
Municipal Engineer or the Chief 
Engineer of the Public Health 
Department. 

to) 3 he ]>unch holes in the cisterns or 
resci vc tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall bo either utilised for 
connecting pipes or properly closed. 

{(1) Water gauges necp8.sitating an aper¬ 
ture in the roof or the sides of the 
cistern or reserve tank shall be 
mos<iui(ti-proof. 

(e) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
water closets should be of mosquito- 
proof pattern. 

(/) Tf the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall be covered with a 
mosquito-proof screen consisting of 
wire-netting of at least sixteen 
mesiies to the inch each way or any 
other material which will effectively 
preient ingress or egrCss of mos¬ 
quitoes. In the case of non-provision 
of mosijuito screen all unscreened 
containers shall be completely 
emptied every seven days and tho¬ 
roughly cleaned and dried. 


(!. Xo new water connection shall be given 
to liny building until the storage cisterns 
installiHl therein have been inspected and 
certified to be mosiiuito-proof by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or any 
other competent person authorized by the 
Commissioners in this behalf. 


T. Every cistern or reserve tank or fiush 
cistern shall he numbered by the Commis¬ 
sioners to facilitate inspection. 


8. Every cistern, reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be kept in good repair or shall 
be replaced by new ones when necessary. 
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9. If any ciutern or reserve tank or flusli 
cistern be found on examination by the 
Health Officer or any other officer appointed 
by the Commissioners to do such work, to be 
nou-mosquito-proof or otherwise not in con¬ 
formity with any of the aforesaid conditions 
he may by written notice require the owner 
or occupier of the premises— 

(a) to replace the same, or 

(b) to make such alteration therein as 

may be specified in the notice. 

10. If any notice issued under by-law 9 is 
not complied with within seven days from the 
date of service thereof, the Commissioners 
may forthwith carry out the work and the 
Costs thereof shall be payable by the person 
on whom the notice was issued. 

11. When the Commissioners or any 
department of Government have constracted 
any work with the object of prevention of 
breeding of mosquitoes, the owner or occupier 
of the premises on which such works stand 
shall prevent such premises being used in 
any manner whatsoever that is likely to cause 
the deterioration or lessening of the efficiency 
of such work. 


12. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the foregoing by-laws, viz., 2, 4,-5, 8, 10 and 
11 shall be liable to a fine which may extend 
to Bs. 50. 

13. Any person who without the consent 
of the Commissioners interferes with, or 
injures or destroys or renders useless any 
works executed or any materials or things 
placed in, under or upon any premises, by or 
■under the authority of the Commissioners 
referred to in by-laws 1, 2 and 10 shall be 
liable to a fine which may extend to Rs. 50. 


By-laws for prevention of the spread of 
disease by flies or other insects. 

1. Every baker or confectioner who keeps 
for sale any bread, sweetmeats or other pre- 
ared articles of food and every vendor or 
awker of such articles shall keep the same 
in a glass-case or almirah provided with wire 
gauze screen so as to keep away flies or other 
insects. 


2. Every owner or occupier of a meat or 
fish shop or stall shall, when required by the 
Commissioners by a notice in writing, make 
his shop or stall fly-proof with suitable 
materials. 

3. Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners 
by a notice in writing, provide fly-proof 
receptacles for the collection of rubbish and 
other offensive matter until these can be 
deposited in sUch place as may be provided 
by the Commissioners for the purpose. 


4. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-law's 1 to 3 shall be liable to a fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees, and in the 
case of a continuing offence to an additional 
fine which may extend to five rupees per 
diem. 


By-laws regulating rag-flock manufacture and 
trade in rags and hones. 

1. In these by-laws—“rag-flock” means 
flock which has been produced wholly or part¬ 
ly by tearing up woven or knitted or felted 
materials, whether old or new, but does not 
include flock obtained wholly in the process 
of scouring and finishing or newly woven or 
newly knitted or newly felted fabrics. 


2. No person shall sell or have in posses¬ 
sion for sale any rag-flock manufactured from 
rags, or use for the making of any article of 
upliolstery, cushions or beddings, any such 
flock unless it conforms to the standard 
prescribed below and unless such flock has 
been disinfected to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners. 

The amount of soluble chlorine (as 
chlorides) removed by thorough washing with 
distilled water at a temperature not exceed¬ 
ing 25° centigrade from not less than 40 
grammes of a well-mixed sample of rag-flock 
shall not exceed 30 parts of chlorine in 
100.000 parts of the flock. 


3. No person shall trade in rags or in 
second hand clothing or bedding, unless the 
Health Officer or the Commissioners are satis¬ 
fied about the cleanliness of such articles and 
also about the freedom of such articles from 
infection of any dangerous disease. 


4. No person shall trade in bones or pro¬ 
duces of bones unless such articles have been 
disinfected before impo.'-tation or exposure of 
sale, to the satisfaction of the Health Officer 
or the Commissioners. 


5. Whoever commits a breach of any of 
the by-laws 2 to 4 shall be punishable with 
fine which may -extend to fifty rupees. 


By-law regarding disposal of refuse or waste 
matter or other matter or thing con¬ 
taminated with or exposed to infection or 
contagion. 

No person shall dispose of any reft^, 
waste matter or other matter or thing, which 
has been contaminated with or exposed to 
infection or contagion, except by burning or 
'burial, after proper disiniecton, at a safe 
distance from sources of water-supply.

1. Generai. —In these by-laws “patient” 
means a person suffering from or suspected to 
he Htiff'ering from any dangennis disease or 
likely to suffer from any such disease owing to 
exposure to infection or contagion. 

2. On the (mthreak of any dangerous 
disease in any building other than a public 
hospital tlie person referred to in section 377

—Whenever the Com- 
missioni'is at a meeting shall decide on the 
destruction o1 rats as a measure to prevent the 
outbreak or spread of plague w'ithin the muni¬ 
cipality, it .sli.dl he lawful for the Comrais- 
situiers to make neccs.'.ar.N arrangements for 
such destruction h.v smoking rat holes and by 
placing rat traps and jat poison baits in an^' 
building, or land consistently with the safety 
of the building and its occupants. 

5. Ihsposul of dciid ruts. —When required 
by the Commissioners to do so for the preven¬

8. Disinfection -M^f room, of pneumonic 
plague cases .—The Commissioners may 
arrange for the disinfection of the room in 
which a case of pneumonic plague has occurred 
w'ith formalin, gas or with other suitable dis¬ 
infectants. 
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9. Arrangement for immunisation .—Thfl

4. The owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when reejuired by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing within a period to be sjmei- 
fied in such notice, provide mosquito-tproof 


coverings for all cesspools within the premises 
and shall construct yard gullies communioat- 
ittg with the drains, 

1). Every owner or occupier of a building 
shall, when required by the Commissioners by 
a notice in writing, cause every cistern and 
reserve tank for storage of w’ater in his 
premi.ses to be made mo.squito-proof. 

With the above end in view ever.v cistern 
or reserve tank shall <!onfonn to the following 
conditions: — 

(«) The lid shall be well fitted and of a 
pattern approved by the Health 
Officer or the Municipal Engineer or 
by the Chief Engineer, Public Health 
Department, and shall be kept closed 
by strong bolts and nuts or shall be 
secured by lock and key. The lids 
should not be opened until required 
for inspection by an officer authorised 
by the Commissioners in that behalf 
or for repair works. 

(h) The warning pipe or tlie overflow pijie 
attached to the cistern or re.serve tank 
shall be protected by a perforated 
metal cap of a stundarfl pattern 
approved by the Health Officer or the 
Municipal Engineer or the (Miief

Department. 

(<■} The punch holes in the cisterns or 
reserve tanks made by the municipal 
officers shall be cither utilised for 
connecting pipes or prcqierly closed. 

(d) Water guages necessitating an apcriure 
in the roof or the sides of the cistern 
or re.serve tank shall be niosquitu- 
jiroof. 

(c) The flushing cisterns in urinals and 
water-closets should be of mosciuito- 
pro(»f pattern. 

(/) If the cistern or tank is not provided 
with a lid, as an alternative, every 
opening shall be covered with a 
iposquito-proof screen consisting of 
wire-netting of at least 1(1 meshes to 
. the inch each way or any other 
material which will effectively 
prevent ingress or egress of 
mos(iuitoes. In the case of nou- 
jirovision of mosciuito screen, all 
unscreened Kiontainers shall be com¬ 
pletely emptied every 7 days and 
thoroughly cleaned and dried. 

fi. No new water (‘onnection shall be given 
to anv building until the storage ci.sterns 
installed therein have been inspected and 
certified to be mosquito-proof by the Health 
Ofliicer or the Munirnpal KngiiuH'r or any 
other competent person authorised by the

7. Every cistern or reserve tank or flush 
cistern shall be numbered by the Gommis- 
sioners to fa(dlitate inspection.

5. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 3, the Ct)mmis- 
sioners shall have power, with the concurrence of the Inspector, to 
maintain industrial, technical, commercial, agricultural or other 
vocational sc-hools or such classes attached to ordinary municipal 
schools. 

(I. There shall be a managing committee for every municipal 
school. The committee shall be constituted in accordance with the 
rules laid down by the authority sanctioning recognition to the school. 

7. No pupil .shall be rusticated or expelled from any municipal 
s<hool except under the orders of the managing committee. Sm'h 
onlcrs shall not take effect until approved by the Inspector. 

8. The Commissioners may allot funds for the construction and 
repairs of municipal school buildings, but in ca.ses of original ('onstruc- 
tions the plans and estimates for the project shall be approved by the 
Inspeirtor. 

9. Subject to the provisions of section 6(1 of the Act, the Chairman 
may appoint teachers for municipal schools on such pay as may be 
fixed by the Commissioners. 

The minimum qualifications for ajipointnieut a.s teachers in a primary 
.school shall be as follows: — 

Head Teacher—Matriculation (or its equivalent) and training. 

Assistant teacher—^Training. 

E-rplanutiim. —For the purpose of this rule a teacher shall be 
deemed to be trained when he or she has passed the Departmental 
Examination held at the completion of a course of training ifi a school 
or centre, managed, organised or recognised by the dei»artment for the 
]iurpose of imparting such training. 

In the case of schools other than primary schools the minimum 
qtialifications of teachers shall be such as may be prescribed by the 
(lepartment.

A.—Canaral Aulas. 

10. The CommisBioners shall aot make any grant-in-aid to any 
school not recognised by the department and, except in the case of 
primary schools (including tols), unless the school is approved by 
the Director of Public Instruction, who shall satisfy himself, before 
according such approval that adequate provision has been made for 
primary education. 

11. No grant-in-aid shall be made to any school which does not

(c) The rules of the department regarding the admission and 

withdrawal of pupils are observed. 

(d) The school with all its records is open to inspection by the 

Divisional Gomiuissioner, the District and Subdivisional 
Officers, the Chairman and the Commissioners of the 
municipality and the inspecting officers of the. department, 
and any municipal officer authorised by the Municiiial 
Commissioner for such inspection. 

(e) The grant-in-aid bills are countersigned by the Inspector or by 

a person authorised by him befon* payment. 

Special Rules. 

12. The stipendiary grants payable to a school or tol in any year 
shall be determined on consideration of the inspection reports of the 
previous year. 

13. No grant-in-aid shall be made to a primary school or t<d unless 
the following conditions in addition to those laid down in rule 11 are 
fulfilled: — 

(a) The school nr tol is in existence for at least one year and has 
been approved by the Inspector. 

(h) The school or tol shows a regular attendance sufficient to ensure 
continuity and .stability. 

(o) The staff employed is qualified and is adequate for the number 
of pupils reading in the school. 

(d) The Head Teacher submits (luartcrly statements to the local 
Sub-Inspector of Schools showing the number of pupils on 
the rolls, the average daily attendance and the amount of 
income from private sources (including tuition fees) for each 
month of tlie quarter within a week of the commencement of 
each following quarter. 

High and Middle Srhools. 

14. The (Jommissioners shall not make any grant-in-aid to a high 
or middle school which has not l»een brought under the Grant-in-aid 
llules of the departn>ent: 

Provided that if the Commissioners think tit they may make such 

? rants to any deserving girls’ high or middle school approved by the 
lirector of Public Instruction even if such school has not been brought 
under the said Grant-in-aid Rules. 
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Vocational Schools. 

If). Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 10, the Commis- 
sioucrs shall have power to make grants, capital or recurring, to 
technical, industrial, commercial or agricultural schools, or (o other 
schools for the upkeep of such vocational classes with the concurrence 
of the Inspector. 


Part IV—Soholarsltj|i8. 

16. The Commissioners shall have power to award scholarships to 
deserving pupils tenable at recognised educational institutions within 
or, with the previous sanction of the Provincial Government or in the 
case of delegation of powers in this behalf under section 544, of the 
Commissioner of the Division, outside the jurisdiction of the muni¬ 
cipality for general or special education, provided that in the opinion 
of the Director of Public Instruction adequate provision has been made 
for primary education within the municipality. 

17. These scholarships may be paid monthly or quarterly, as the 
Commissioners may determine, to the head of the institution concerned, 
subject to the usual conditions of good r-onduct and satisfactory progress 
of the scholarship-holders, on the presentation of bills in the prescTibed 
form. 

18. The Commissioners shall liave power to frame regulations 
regarding the award and tenure of .s<4iolarship8 and the grant of leave 
to the scholarship holders. 


• Part V—Education Committee. 

19. The Education f’ommittee of a municipality shall draw up 
proposition statements for distribution of stipendiary grants to primary 
schools and tols according to rule l.‘l and submit them for approval by 
the Commissioners by a date that m.ay be fixed for the purpo.se. Copies 
of the proposition statements as approved by the Commissioners shall 
be forw'arded to the Inspector before the end of May each year. 

20. The Education (’ommittee shall frame the edm-ational budget 
estimates of the municipality for the following year in accordance 
with the rule and form pre.scribed in the Municipal Account R\ilcs. 
and submit the estimates for ajqjroval by the Commissioners at a 
meeting to be held for the purpose (sach year. A copy of the said 
budget estimates as finally apj)roved shall be forwarded by the Com¬ 
mittee to the Inspector. 

21. The Commissioners shall call for the recommendations of the 
Education Committee in every case in which the sanctioned Education 
budget is amended or revised.- 

22. The Education Committee shall make an annual review of the 
educational progress in the municipal area and suggest for the consi¬ 
deration of the Commissioners measures for the expansion and improve¬ 
ment of educational facilities within the area. The reijort of the 
Committee with the de«ri8ion of the Commissioners thereon should be 
submitted to the Inspector.

lo amend the Hindu Law governing Hindu Women's Jiighte to 
Agriculture^ Land. 


WHimiiAS it is expedient to amend the Hindu f.«,w to 
give better rights to women in respect of agricultural land in 
Bengal ; it is hereby enaettid as follows :— 


Short title, 
extent and efteot. 


1. (!) This Act may be called the Bengal Hindu Women's 

Rights to Agricultural Lind Act, 1941. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bengal. 

(d) It shall have retrospective effect as if It had come into 
force on the 14th day of Ajiril, 1937.

2. Notwithstanding anj' rule of Hindu Ijiw or cust.om 
to the eontrarj*, the provisions of se<'tioii 3 shall a|>{>l 3 ’ 
where a‘Hindu dies inU'statc.

(3) Any interest devolving on a Hindu widow under the 
provisions of this section shall be the limited interest known 
as a Hindu women’s estate, providinl however that she shall 
have the same right of claiming partition as a male owner. 

(•/) The provisions of this section shall not ap[>ly to an 
estate which by a customary or other rule of succession or by 
the terms of the grant n|>{ilicuble thereto desciends to a single 
heir to any property to which the Indian Sucettssion Act, 19^, XXXIX 
applies. of 1026. 


Ravings. 4. Nothing in this Act shall apply to the property of 

any Hindu dying intestate before the fourteenth day of April, 
1937. 


Meaning of 6. For the purposes of this Act, a person shall be deemed 

to die intestate in respect of all property of which he has 
not made a testamentary disposition which is capable of taking 
effect. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Hindu widows were entitled, in certain oontingenoios, to get maintenance from the estate 
of a de(!eased relation. This was a precarious right and was considered by a large section of 
advanced Hindus to be incompatible with modern condition. 

An agitation was set up for legislation to confer better rights on these widows. The Central 
Legislature yielded to the pressure and passed the Hindu Women’s Bights to Pivjfjerty Act 
(XVIII of 1937) which was amended by Act XI of 1938. 

Broadly speaking, the amended Act purported to give these widows s|)ecific shares of the 
properties in lieu of the right of maintenance out of the same. 

But the Act was ultra vires of the Central Legislature in a very material respect. The Bill, 
which became Act XVllI of 1937, was passed by the (Central Assembly on the 4th P^ebruary, 
1937, and by the Council of State on the 6th April, 1937, and it received the Glovemor-Gcnoral’s 
assent on the 14th April, 1937. 

On April 1, 1937, after the Bill was passed by the Central A.ss<!mhly but before, it was passed 
by the (kmiu il of Stefri, the CJovemment of India Act, 1935, conventionally described as the 
Constitution Ac.t, came into force. By virtue of this Act, legislation relating to “devolution of 
agricultural land” became an excilusively provincial subjeirt. See Item No. 21, List II of 
Schcilule VII of tlu! Constitution Act. Under section 100(3) of the Constitution Act the Federal 
Ls'gislature—which is now R'presentated by the Central Tj<igislature—has no p)wer to make 
laws with resiK'et to any of the subjects mentioned in List IT. On and from A{>ril 1, 1937, the 
Provincial Tjcgislatures alone were competent to make laws relating to devolution of agricul¬ 
tural land in the Governors’ Provinces. 

It would therefore follow that though the appropriate Bill was legally passed by the 
(’entral Asst-mbly, the Council of State had. on 6th April, 1937, the date on which it passed the 
Bill, no jurisdii tion to pass the same .so far as it ndated to agricultural land in the Governors’ 
Prox'inces. The amending .Act of 1938 was passed bj- the Central IjCgislaturc when neither the 
(Jentral Assembly nor the < louncil of State had any jurisdiction to pass the same. The amended 
Act was therefore vltra vires to that extent. 

Serious doidits \\<ire raised as to the validity of the Act an<l the Governor-General referred 
the C|uestion, umler section 213 of the Constitution Act, to the P'edciid C<ini t for an authoritative 
cxfHisition. The Federal f'ourt has held that the imj»unge<l Act was ultra vires in so far as it 
relafrid to agricultural land in the Governors’ Provinces. See In Be: Hindu Women’s Rights 
to ProjK-rty Act, 1941 F.B. (45 C.W.N.) at pages 81 to 89. 

In the Governors' Provinetjs, the Act is valid only in so far jis it related to non-agricmltural 
lands. Most of tlu* lands in tlm villages which an* not used for acitual cultivation— viz., the 
honu'stead lands of agricidturists, outhouses, cowsheds, plat-c's for sfriring agricultural producxi, 
manure pits, irrigatu,n tanks and similar other properties nupured for the use of the agriculturists 
as siK'h—will still lie agricultural lands. Some proptsrtics in towns only will lie legarded as non- 
agricultural lands. Shorn of ite jurisdiction over agricultural lands, the Act will operate only 
on an insignificant fraction of jiroperties in the Goveriuu’s’ Pioviiux's. 

This is not all. S<MiouM dmdds may lx> raised as to whether, the Act having failed in a 
mat<>rial resfK’ct the widows concerned can fall back ujaui th<ur earlier rights to g<d maintenance 
fi-om ugri<niltural lands in the Governors’ Provinces and it is not easy to say where they would 
stand in this lespeet. 

Tht' Federal Court has disclosed a very serious gap in the im^uinged Act and the same is 
tw)w practically inoperative or {K^rhaita mischievous in its consequences. This result, however 
logical and inevictahle, has eatisewl considerable disappointment and tlissatisfaction and even 
resentment among numerous influential Hindus. The Standing Committet^ of the All-India 
Women’s Confer«mc<> has already mt)ved in the matter. 

Numerous transactions, it is feared, have already taken pUu-e regarding agricailtural land 
in the Governors’ Provinces on the basis of the validity of the impunge<l Act. And the gap 
disclosed will cause widespread dislocation in such eiises. It. is therefore highly expedient, as 
a matter of publics policy, that the gap should be filled uj* by appropriate legislation in the 
Provin«5s. 

The jmwent Bill fills up the gap and, if passed into law, will ix^store the law to its original 
purpose. This Bill and what remains of the Act in (|ucsti<m, after the amputation by the 
Fedeml Court, will constitute a (iomjfiete code on the subject in the Province of Bengal. 

The Bill attempts merely to restore the status quo and reproduces the provisions of the 
Hindu Women’s Rights to Property Act, 1937, us amended by the Act of 1988, without any 
change whufrwer except that reqiured stri«'tly for the purjxtae of adaptation to agricultural land 
in the Province. 

The Bill is purely oonsi'quential in its purpose and (>fTect and should Iw |»assed without any 
delay. It is hoi)ed that other Provinws wul follow suit.

THE BENGAL EMERGENCY RENT REMISSION BILL, 1941. 

WuERBAs it is expedient to provide for remission of 
rent on account of failure of crops and continued low prices of 
staple food crops for enabling the agriculturists to tide over 
financial crisis due to such causes, it is enacted as follows :— 

1. This Act sliall be called the Bengal Emergency Kent 
Kemission Act, 1941. 

2. It shall extend to the whole of Bengal and shall apply 
to only occupancy and non-occupancy raiyats and under- 
raiyats as defined in the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1886. 

3. It shedl come into force from the date of assent of 
His Excellency the Governor of Bengal. 

4. Whenever any geiM-ral failure of principal crops 
occurs in any village to the extent of nut less than 50 per 
cent, of normal yield, for reasons not within the control of tlie 
cultivators, the cultivating raiyats, whether they are occu¬ 
pancy or non-occupancy raiyats or under-raiyats (but not 
being a mukarari raiyat or under-raiyat) shall be entitled to 
get remission of rent in proportion to the ratio of failure of 
yield and the (Collector of the district at his own initiative may 
and on the application of thp tenants or their nipresentatives 
in the legislature shall allow such remission by publishing a 
notification in the OflScial Gaz<!tte showing the percentage 
of and the j»eriod for which remission is allow(>d in any 
spccifi<‘d area: 

Provided that no application for such remission shall b«' 
entertained unless made within six months of the ordinary 
time of n*aping of the crops which have failed : 

Provided further that the remission allowed shall have 
retrospective eflfect in respect of tenancies of which rents have 
already been paid and the landlord shall be bound to effect 
necc^ssary acljustment when rent is next paid for such 
tenancies.

Bengal Tenancy Act shall be entitled get remission of rent 
pruiK)rtiunately to the fall for the ]>oriu<l during which such 
low prices contittue ami the (kdlector of the district at his 
own initiation may and on th(‘ application of the rmyats 
and under-raiyats or their reprc.sentativc8 in the legislature 
shall allow such remission by publisluTig a notification in the 
Oflicial Gaz<!tt<} showing the jwreentago of and the p«‘riod for

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Unfortunakilj' for the agri<!ulturists of Bengal the Bengal I'l'nancy Act dot's not contain 
any provision for nunission of rent for failure of cro]>s, tlurngh Tauzi Mai:iual jawmits such 
remission in khas mahal areas. There is no reason why the. ordinary occupancy and non¬ 
occupancy raiyuts ami under-raiyats in p<!rmanent!y-,stdtled estate .should not get any consi¬ 
deration for failure of crops, if their rt'nts wou' fixed in iH'r|ietuit y like t hat of the '{(roprietors, 
the latter could nmsonably resist any attempt at this ordinar\ ctinct'ssion to <'uitivating raiyats 
of khas mahal ureas living extendetl to jiermanently-.setth'd area. But why .should there be 
any difference lietww'n ordinary raiyats in khas mahal and ordinaiy raiyats in permanently- 
settled are«i ? iSomti provision for r«imi8sion of rent for failure of crops in permanently- 
settled area is thus overdue and this Act merely tries hi n niove the defect which, has lieen 
ojierating most harshly against the agriculturists of )M>rman<'ntly-.sett led area. 

The jinivision of Jk'iigal Tenancy Act regarding redm tion of rent as embodied in section 38 
of the Act is not at all satisfactory. It has not made any jirovi.sion for leducing rent, which 
may be abnormally high as compared with the yiehl of the land nor has it. maile any jirovision 
for temporary reduction or remission of nmt for sudden fall in jirices owing to temporary 
causes. It will Ixi the <luty of the lievemie Commission t.o go into the matters in details, hut 
owing to the abnormal low prices of 1930 to 1936 it has lieetiim'- absolutely neeessjiry to allow 
the raiyats some relief immediately as also to make some jmivision in the law for such relief in 
future on account of sudden abnormal fall in prices owing to temjiorary < au.ses. Provision has 
therefore been made in this Bill for pniportionate remission ol rent if the iiriees fall more than 
33 per cent, and the low prices continue for more than two years. Iletnisjxictive effect has 
been sought to bo given by readjustment not only of rt>nt ilues but also of decretal amounts in 
all pending decrees. Provision has also been made for retransfer from auction purchasers to 
the tenant in cases whore such transfer is easily possible. 

The Bill, if passed into law, will go to a great extent lo relieve the raiyats who have been 
hard hit by the depression. If the money-lender can be jin'vailed upon to lie content with 
his dues reduced (even Ixilow the principal amount in man,\ cases), w hy should not the land¬ 
lords who have iuoreaae<l their income by 4,009 ^ler i-ent. since the jiermanent settlement (of 
which 3,000 per cent, was certainly due to unjust enhaiKx'ment of rates and rents) should not 
be satisfied with the rents of ordinary raiyats (not mukarari raiyats) reduced even temporarily 
for sudden and abnormal fall in prices of which the cfl'ect the agriculturists can ill-afford to 
bear ? The Bill rather errs on the side of moderation and it deserves to be jiassed unopposed.

Its jurisdiction and area of oi»era- 
tion is hojK'lessly limitt'd, es]M'('ially at a time when places which were oncje olwcure and unim¬ 
portant have developed into important industrial towns. It is desirable that the scope of the 
Smoke Nuisance Commission should be extende<l by the amendment of the Act. It appears 
from the latest report of the Smoke Nuisani'e Commi.ssion published in 1040 that in 1040 it had 
to deal with 3,372 cases of smoke nuisance. Tlu' main [>urjK)8e of this amending Bill is to 
extend the Aet to all municiiml areas for the good of jjuhlic health and sanitation.

It was 
not the intention of the legislation to control the cultivation of jute crop prodmed solely for 
domestic u.se and consumption on the part of the grower. In some district such as in (hittagong, 
jute is grown on small tract of land for domestic use and consumption as vegetables. As the 
production of jute twjKscially for domestic use and consumption lias liemi included within the 
purview of the -Act, it has lieen causing great hardslujm to jxKir uultivati.rH who grow jute for 
domestic use only. It is desirable that cultivation of jut«.‘ for domestic use and consumption 
should Iri exclmlcd from the scojte of the'Act. Heni-e this amending Bill is necessary.

With the growth of multifarious 
municipal duties anti activitit*s this would Im necessary in ease of big municipal bodies ; and 
secondly, the powers are proposed te be given to regidate importunate begging in jiiibUc 
stn^'ts ami public [ilaees by shtiwing infirmity, dangerous dis(>ase or sore or wound t.o t'xcite the 
feeling of charity, and to regulatt* brothel and prostitution within their muniei]>al areas. These 
powers hav!' alniady Ik'iui given to the Municipalitit's of the Punjab. Bombay and of tither 
provinces.

It is 
desirable that necessary powers should be given to the Provincial Government to improve the 
industries in all jMWsible ways. Hence there is a neciessity of a legislation as suggested in this 
Bill.

STATEMENT OF OBdEGTS AND REASONS. 

The Federal Court ia of opinion (1941 C. W. N. 81 F. R.) that the Hindu Women’s Rights 
to Property Act, 1937, and the Hindu Women’s Rights to Property (Amendment) Act, 1938— 

(a) do not operate to regulate succession to agricultural land in the Governor’s Pro¬ 

vinces, and 

(b) do operate to regulate devolution by survivorship of property other than agricultural 

land. This opinion has created considerable difficulties. There were devolutions 
after April, 1937, and transfers have been made thereafter creating interest in 
third parties. To meet the situation it is desirable that there should be legislation 
in Bengal to provide for the Hindu women’s riirlit to property in respect of the 
devolution of agricultural land. The Bill has been draft^ on the lines of the 
Hindu Women’s Rights to Property Act and is intended to remove the difficulties 
pointed out by the Federal Court.

ficates, to have been a memlier of that 
organisation at the time the injury was 
sustained; 

(3) “continuance of the present hostilities” 

means the period beginning with the com¬ 
mencement of this Ordinance and ending 
with such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the official Gazette, 
declare to be the date on which the present 
hostilities terminated; 

( 4 ) “gainfully occupied person” means a person 

who is engaged in any trade, business, pro¬ 
fession, office, emplovmcnt or vocation and 
is wholly or substantially dependent thereon 
for a livelihood, or a person who, though 
temporarily unemployed, is normally so 
engaged and dependent; 

(5) “scheme” means a scheme made under this 

Ordinance;

{6) “war injury”, meaaa a physical injury— 

(a) caused by— 

(i) the discharge of any missile (including 
liquids and gas), or 

(t't) the use of any weapon, explosive or other

{Hi) the doing of any other injurious act, 
either by the enemy or in combating the 
enemy or in repelling an imagined 
attack by the enemy; or 

(h) caused hy the impact on any person or 
property of any enemy aircraft, or any 
aircraft belonging to or held by any 
person on behttlf of or for the benefit of 
His Majesty or any allied power, or any 
part of, or anything dropped from, any 
such aircraft; 

(7) “war service injury”, in relation to a civil 
defence volunteer, means any physical 
injury shown to the satisfaction of the 
Central Government or other authority 
authorised io make payments under a scheme 
to have arisen out of and in the course of the 
performance by the volunteer of his duties as 
a member ot the civil defence organisation to 
which he belonged at the time the injury 
was sustained, and (except in the case of a 
war injury) not to have ari.sen out of and in 
the course of his employment in any other 
capacity: 

Provided that belore being so sati.sfied the Central 
Government or other authority authori.sed to 
make payments under a scheme shall have 
received from the civil defence organisation 
of which the volunteer concerned was a mem¬ 
ber at the time the injury was sustained, a 
report, by an officer of the organisation 
authorised by the Central Government to 
make such reports, about the injury in 
question. 

3 . {1) The Central Government may make a scheme 
or schemes in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance providing for the grant of relief in respect of 
the following injuries sustained during the continuance 
of the present hostilities, namely: — 

(a) waT injuries sustained by gainfully ocj’upied 

E ersons (with such exceptions, if any, as may 
e specified in the scheme) and by persi.ns of 
such other classes as may bo so specified; 
and 

(b) war service injuries sustained by civil defence 
volunteers. 

(2) A scheme may authorise the Central Government 
or any authority authorised by the Central Government 
to make payments under the scheme, in such circum¬ 
stances and subject to .such conditions as may be specified 
in the scheme, to make to or in respect of persons 
injured— 

(a) payments by way of temporary allowance,’ 
which shall be payable only so long as the 
person injured is incapacitated for work by 
the injury and has not received any such 
payment as is mentioned in clause (/>); 

{h) payments otherwise than by way of temporary 
allowance, which shall be payable only where 
the injury causes serious and prolonged dis¬ 
ablement or death; and 

(c) payments for the purchase of or the grant at 
the cost of (government of artificial limbs or 
surgical or other appliances. ' 
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(3) A scheme may empower the Central Government 
to make regulations for giving effect to the purposes of 
the scheme. 

(4) A scheme may provide that it shall come into 
operation or shall be deemed to have (iome into opera¬ 
tion on such date as may be specified therein. 

n A scheme mi^ be amended or rescinded at any 
y the Central Government. 

(6) Any decision of the Central Government or other 
authority empowered to make payments under a scdieme 
as to the making, refusal or amount, or as to the conti¬ 
nuance or discontinuance, of a payment under a scheme 
may be varied from time to time by a subseiiuent 
decision of the Central Government or such authority as 
the case may be, but save in so far as it is so varied 
shall be final and conclusive.

4 . (7) In respect of a war injury sustained during the 
continuance of the present hostilities by any person, and 
in respect of a war service injury sustained during that 
period by a civil defence volunteer, no such compensation 
or damages shall be payable, whether to the person 
injured or to any other person, as ajiart from the pro¬ 
visions of this sub-section— 

(a) would be payable under the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Act, 1923; or 

(h) would, whether by virtue of any enactment or 
by virtue of any contract or at common law,

(t) in the case of a war injury, by any person, 
or 

(ii) in the case of a war service injury sustained 
by a civil defence volunteer, by the 
employer of the volunteer, or by any 
person who has responsibility in connection 
with the volunteer’s duties as such or by 
any other civil defence volunteer, 

ou the ground that the iujur\ in ([uestion was 
attributable to some negligence, nuisance or 
breach (»f duty fur which the ])crson by wdtom 
the compensation or damages would be pay¬ 
able is responsible. 

(2) The failure to give a notice or make a claim (»r 
commence proceedings within the time re()uired by Any 
emmtment shall not be a bar to the maintenance of 
proceedings in respect of any personal injury, if — 

{a) an application for a paymeni under a scheme 
has been duly made to the t’entfal Govern¬ 
ment or other authority empowered to make 
payments under the scheme in respecd of the 
injury; and 

(h) the Court or other authority before which the 
proceedings are brought is satisfied that the 
said application was made in the reasonable 
belief that the injury was such that a pay¬ 
ment could be made under the scheme; and 

(c) the Central Government or other authority 
empowered to make payments under the 
scheme certifies that the application was 
rejected, or thal payments made in pursuance 
of the application were discontinued, on the

(Note .—On an average the five years end¬ 
ing 1939-40, the urea under cotton in the 
territories in Bengal to which this, fore- 
caist relates has represented some 0-2 per 
cent, and that in the Bengal states some 
0-1 per cent, of the total area under 
cotton in India.) 

There are two crops—early and late. The 
early crop is chiefly grown in the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts and in the Tripura State and to 
a small extent in other districts. The late 
crop is grown in Baukuru and Midnapore. 

Character of the season .—The weather was 

S enerally favourable few the crop except in 
[ymensmgh where excessive rain in the first 
fortnight of May somewhat affected the growth 
of the crop. 

Area soxtn .—The area sown is reported to 
be 106,188 acres this year as against 107,078 
acres in the corresponding forecast of last 
year. The decrease in area is due to reserva¬ 
tion of some forest area in the interior of 
th^ Tripura State.

— The 
ivcrninent of Bengal have heard with deep 
gret of the death on the 29ih August 1941 
the late Sir Bijay Ohaiid Mahtah, q.c.i.e., 
f'.s.i., I.O.M., Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of 
irdwan. The Maharajadhiraja Bahadur was 
rn ou the 19th Oetol)er 1881 and on the 10th 
diruai'jr 1903. he was installed at a public 
irbar m Burdwan by the' then Lieutenant- 
nernor of Bengal who presented him with 
o sanads. The one conferred on him, as 
himindar of Burdwan”, the hereditary title 
“Maharajadhiraja” to be attached to the 
tate and the other the title of “Maharaja- 
iraja Bahadur” as a personal distinction, 
i the 36th June 1908, the title of “Maharaja- 
liraja Bahadur” was gazetted us a hereditary 
stiuction and on the 14th November 1908 at 
durbar held at Belvedere, he was presented 
th a sanad conferring on him as “Zamindar 
Burdwan” the hereditary title of Maharaja- 
liraja Bahadur to be attached to the estate. 
1 the Ist January 1909, he was made a 
light Commander of the Most Eminent 
•der of the Indian Empire and was admitted 
the third class in the civil division of tke 
dian Order of Merit. In 1911 he was made 
Enight Commander of the Most Exalted 


Order of the Star of India. He was a member 
of the Imi)erial Legislative Council from 1907 
to 1918. 

On the 14th May 1918, he was appointed 
temporarily to be a member of the Executive 
Council, Bengal, and was confirmed in 1919. 
He resigned liis apjmintment in 1924. The 
decoration of G.C.I.E. was conferred on him 
on the Ist .Tanuar^v 1924. He was a member 
of (he Reforms Enquiry Committee in 1924 
and of the Taxation Committee in 1924-25. 
The Maharajadhiraja Bahadur sailed for 
England in October 1926 to take part as 
India's representative at the Imperial confer¬ 
ence of Dominion Premiers held in London. 
He was received by the King Emperor 
George V, and during his stay in England he 
received the Freedom of the cities of 
Manchester, Edinburgh and Stoke-on-Trent 
and the honorary degree of LL.D. of 
Edinburgh and Cambridge Universities. In 
January 1927. he was nominated a member of 
the Council of State which he resigned in 
March 1927. In 1938 he was appointed a 
Mcml)er of the Land Revenue Commission, 
Bengal. 

The Government of Bengal desire to record 
their high appreciation of his exceptional 
services to the State and to express their deeji 
sympathy with his sons and other members of 
his family in their great and irreparable loss.

Now, therefore, the Governor in exercise 
of the power conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 269 of the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure, 1898, is pleased to revoke the said 
notification in so far as it applies to the trial 
of offences of the following classes when any 
such offence is alleged to have been commit¬ 
ted by any person within the jurisdiction of 


the Tejgaon police-station of the Sadar sub¬ 
division in the district of Dacca, during the 
period from the 24th March 1941 to the 14th 
.Tilly 1941 (both days inclusive), namely: — 

Offences defined in the following Chapters 
of the Indian Penal Code, viz. ; — 

Chapter VIII (Offences against the public 
tranquillity); 

Chapter XI (Ofl'ences relating to false 
evidence and offences against public 
justice); 

Chapter .XVI (Offences affecting the 
human body); and 

Chapter XVII (Offences against property); 

and abetinents of and attempts to commit 
such offences.
